The committee, in the investigation of the accounts of the bank, have not been enabled to enter fully into the 
sufficiency of the security upon notes discounted. The notes upon personal security we should suppose to be good, 
with the exception of the amount of about $39,416 62, (say thirty-nine thousand four hundred and sixteen dollars 
and sixty-two cents,) part of which is considered doubtful; those secured by mortgage, owing to the difficulties of 
the times, and the depreciation of property, we cannot consider as a full security; in some instances the property

To demand the author of this calumny is useless and a loss of time. {I know it originated with Colonel S. Ham- 
mond, receiver for this district, and exult in the idea that his malignant enmity to this institution and its officers 
could get no stronger grounds than the following to found a charge on, viz: 

In consequence of having no paying out or receiving teller, that the public deposites might be expedited and 
correctly assorted and counted, without interruption from the ordinary business of the day, I proposed to Colonel 
Hammond’s clerk, who usually makes the deposites, to call either before or after bank hours; to which he apparently 
agreed with pleasure, and stated that it would also answer him best, having to attend the sales. I then stated that, 
if he called in the afternoon after bank hours, I must object to Monday, Thursday, and Saturday, having to attend 
the sitting of tie board on the two first days, at four o'clock P. M.,and the afternoon of the latter being appro- 
priated to writing letters. í i | | 

~The clerk of Hammond called once on some of the above days, and, at my request, it was postponed, but with 
his apparent approbation. 

And, as fate will have it, to show the utter fallacy and weakness of his charge, om referring back to the dates 
of public deposites, I find that they have fortunately been made on every day in the week; and that it has escaped 
his observation that he (Hammond) even has a duplicate certificate in his possession of a deposite made on one of

demands on the commonwealth—this sort of indebtedness (one hand 
owing the other) was common in the early history of the common wealth. 
For example, an act of February 13, 1833, authorized the governor to buy 
in the commonwealth debt (provided that he could get it at par) and to 
pay for it by borrowing at six per cent from the saline and seminary 
funds.) The same act also empowered him to mect any demands on the 
commonwealth which exceeded the regular revenue tv a loan from these 
funds at six per cent; this, however, had been done previous to this act. 
The condition of the new commonwealth in 1821 was anything but 
satisfactory. There was only a fringe of settlements along the two great 
river systems. The rest of its territory was in the possession of roving 
bands of savages, which were a constant menace to outlying hamlets. 
The population of Missouri in 1821 totaled 70,647. There were 59,092 
whites, sixty of these being bound to service, and 11,555 negroes, 321 of 
whom were free. Capital and modern implements were wanting. Specie 
was scarce and almost unknown. The bank notes of sister common- 
wealths were a treacherous aid and were practically forbidden circulation 


within the commonwealth.’ This reduced commerce to the basis of 
barter, and “double coincidence of desire" sounds better than it actually 
is Asa proof of the scarcity of a circulating medium, note the act of 


the General Assembly, December 22, 1824, authorizing the auditor to 
issue his warrants in three denominations: so that as far as possible, one- 
third were for $3, one-third for $5, and one-third for $10.25 However, 
the infant commonweait "self was in a very bad financial way: current 
revenues failed to mect expenses and the floating debt was constantly 
growing. Yet the above act is significant, and in its light the previous 
issue of loan office certificates is not a surprise. 

By loans from the various funds the finances of the commonwealth 
were somewhat improved; these were repaid whenever surplus revenue 
would permit, but there are no authentic records of these transactions. 
Yet the absolute scarcity of money was still a great hindrance to com- 
merce and industry as ordinary loans were well nigh impossible, and in- 
terest rates excessive. The General Assembly made a further effort to 
alleviate this monetary stringency. Their way. Was paved with good in- 
tentions. They sought to accomplish two highly desirable ends at one 
and the same time, namely, to supply a circulating medium, and to 
furnish loans at reasonable rates of interest. The act of June 21. 1891. 
established loan offices and authorized the issuing of certificates to the

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maintaining fleets and armies. And it may be added that it has a most 
important bearing upon the regulation of currency between the states. 
It is an instrument, which has been applied by governments, in the ad- 
ministration of their fiscal and financial operations ; and in the present 
times it can hardly require argument to prove, that it is a convenient, & 
useful, and an essential instrument in the fiscal operations of the United 


States.” 


6. BANK OF THE UNITED STATES. — 1816. 


The Bank of the United States was incorporated by an act of Con- 
gress of the 3d of March, 1816, and was approved by the president 
(Madison) on the 10th of April following; to continue 20 years, or till 
the 3d of March, 1836. The principal bank is at Philadelphia, and there 
are offices of discount in 25 of the most considerable commercial cities 
of the United States. The capital consists of $ 35,000,000, of which one 
&fth or 7 millions were subscribed by the general government. It is 
under the management of 25 directors, 20 of whom are elected by the 
stockholders. and 5 are appointed and removed at pleasure by the presi- 
dent of the United States. It is prohibited from purchasing any part of 
the public debt; lending to the general government over $ 500,000, or 
to any state over $ 50,000 ; taking interest over 6 per cent.; or issuing 
bills under the denomination of 5 dollars. In case of refusing payment 
of its notes or deposits in specie, it is made liable to pay interest at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum. The transactions of the institutlon 
are limited to making loans and trading in the precious metals, and 
the sale of such goods or of such lands as should be pledged. No 
other similar corporations are to be chartered by the government, except 
banks in the District of Columbia, with a capital in the whole, not ex- 
ceeding $ 6,000,000, during the period for which the charter was granted. 
For this charter the government demanded and received a bonus of 
$1,500,000 from the stockholders. Until the Ist of October, 1833, the 
bank collected the revenue of the United States in every commercial 
city where a branch is situated,

6. BANK OF THE UNITED STATES. — 1816. 


The Bank of the United States was incorporated by an act of Con- 
gress of the 3d of March, 1816, and was approved by the president 
(Madison) on the 10th of April following; to continue 20 years, or till 
the 3d of March, 1836. The principal bank is at Philadelphia, and there 
are offices of discount in 25 of the most considerable commercial cities 
of the United States. The capital consists of $ 35,000,000, of which one 
fifth or 7 millions were subscribed by the general government. It is 
under the management of 25 directors, 90 of whom are elected by the 
stockholders. and 5 are appointed and removed at pleasure by the presi- 
dent of the United States. It is prohibited from purchasing any part of 
the public debt; lending to the general government over $ 500,000, or 
to any state over $ 50,000 ; taking interest over 6 per cent.; or issuing 
bills under the denomination of 5 dollars. In case of refusing payment 
of its notes or deposits in specie, it is made liable to pay interest at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum. The transactions of the institution 
are limited to making loans and trading in the precious metals, and 
the sale of such goods or of such lands as should be pledged. No 
other similar corporations are to be chartered by the government, except 
banks in the District of Columbia, with a capital in the whole, not ex- 
ceeding $ 6,000,000, during the period for which the charter was granted. 
For this charter the government demanded and received a bonus of 
$1,500,000 from the stockholders. Until the Ist of October, 1833, the 
bank collected the revenue of the United States in every commercial 


city where a branch is situated.

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During the war which was begun in 1812, the want’ of a national 
bank was severely felt, not only as an agent for collecting the revenue, 
but more especially for transmitting funds from one part of the country 
to another; and it might aleo have been a useful auxiliary to the public 
credit, by supplying temporary loans in cases of emergency. So 
thoroughly convinced were the public of the necessity of such an in- 
stitution, that the members of the same political party from which the 
constitutional objections had been made to the old bank, and which had 
refused to renew its charter, passed an act of Congress, which was 
approved by the president (Madison) on the 10th'of April, 1516, char- 
tering the present Bank of the United States, upon principles, and with 
provisions, very similar to those contaiued in the former charter.

According to Mr. Gallatin, 4 The principal advantages derived from 
a Bank of the United States, (exclusive of the aid that may be expected 
from it in time of war,) which no state bank, and, as it appeurs to us, no 
bank established on different principles, could afford, are; Ist and 
principally ; securing with certainty a uniform and, as far as paper can, 
a sound currency ; 2dly, the complete security and great facility it af- 
fords to government in its fiscal operations ; 3dly, the great convenience 
and benefit accruing to the community from its extensive transactions 
in domestic bills of exchange and inland drafts.” 





Constitutionality of a United States or National Bank. 


The following extract from Mr. Justice Story’s “ Commentaries on 
the Constitution of the United States,” gives a brief summary of the 
principal arguments for and against the constitutionality of a United 
States or National Bank. 

« One of the earliest and most important measures, which gave rise 
to a question of constitutional power, was the act chartering the Bank 
of the United States in 1791. That question has often since been dis- 
cussed; and though the measure has been repeatedly sanctioned by 
Congress, by the executive, and by the judiciary, and has obtained the 
like favor in the great majority of the states, yet it is, up to this very 
hour, still debated upon constitutional grounds, as if it were still new 
and untried. It is impossible, at this time, to treat it as an open ques 
tion, unless the constitution is for ever to remain an unsettled text, 
possessing no permanent attributes, and incapable of having any ascer- 
tained sense; varying with every change of doctrine, and of party ; 
and delivered over to interminable doubts, 

“The reasoning, upon which the constitutionality of a national bank 
is denied, turns upon the strict interpretation of the clause, giving

Ковект B. BARTLETT v. GLAscock &b OTHERS. 


I. B. hada deed for certain lands, not recorded--D. heard B. say he 
had title to the lands—Held, that D. who afterwards purchased the 
lands from another, had sufficient notice of B's title to put him on 
further inquiry—and if he purchased without further inquiry, he pur- 
chased with notice of B’s title. 

. No decrce can be made against,the answer, unless it be contradicted 
by two witnesses—or one witness and strong corroborating circum- 
stances. 

. Actual possession of land by sc!f or tenant, is notice to all of title. 

. If a purchaser with notice of title in another, sells to one having no 

notice, the latter is protected in his purchase. 
D. purchases land at public sale—and by a subsequent arrangement 
the deed is nade to G.—Held, that D. is not the agent of G. in regard 
to the purchase, and that G. is not affected by any notice D. may 
have had of title in another. It is a case of substitution and not of 
agency. 

. Administrators sell land to G. under an order of court, to pay debts 
—they give him a title bond to convey on payment of purchase mo- 
ney.—before payment, G. sold and conveyed the land to B., B. went 
into possession. The land was afterwards sold under execution 
against G. for the purchase money—and the purchaser at the sheriff's 
sale paid the purchase money. Weld, that G. had no title subject to 
sale on execution—that the purchase money being paid, there was no 
licn on the land therefor—that the purchaser at the sheriff’s sale got 
no title and lost his money--and that B. was entitled to the land in 
law and equity. í 


APPEAL from the circuit court of Marion county. 


McGinx Judge,* delivered the opinion of the court. 

Bartlett exhibited his bill of complaint in the circuit 
court sittting in chancery. 

The substance of the bill is, that in the year 1828, Mc- 
Rea and Rush, two of the defendants, being administra- 
tors of the effects of" one David Rush, acting under the 
authority of the county court of Marion county, sold at

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timber and prairie. ‘These streams water the county liberally, 
and afford many good mill-sites. The Three Mound prairie in 
this county is rich and beautifully rolling. The country on Sac 
river, a considerable portion of which lies within Polk county, 
has for many years been known as one of those points of attrac- 
tion to which emigrants have been moving with high hopes and 
fair prospects. The northeast corner of Polk county is not more 
than thirty miles from the Osage river, and opposite a point 
from which it is navigable for keel-boats six months in the year ; 
and it is the opinion of most of the inhabitants who are inter- 
ested in it, that the Osage river will be regularly navigated as 
high as Benton county-seat by small steamboats, whenever a sur- 
plus of produce shall attract them. In the meantime, the pro- 
duce that is not required for home consumption is sent down in 
flat-boats, of the same form as those which float on the Ohio and 
Mississippi. 

PuLask1 CovuvTY boundaries “ begin at the mouth of Niangua 
river, where the same empties into the Osage river; thence north 
to the middle of the main channel of the Osage river; thence up 
said river to the point where the range line between ranges 
seventeen and eighteen crosses said river; thence south with 
said line to the township line between townships twenty-seven 
and twenty-eight ; thence east with said township line to range 
line between ranges eight and nine west ; thence north with said 
range line to the township line between townships thirty-three 
and thirty-four north ; thence northwardly with the dividing ridge 
between the waters of Big Piney and Little Piney to the Gas- 
conade river ; thence down said river to the middle of range ten 
west ; thence north through the middle of range ten west to the 
township line between townships thirty-nine and forty, being the 
southern boundary of Gasconade county ;. thence west with said 
township line to the centre of the main channel of Osage river ; 
thence up said river to the point of beginning.” 

The main and middle branch of Niangua river rises in Green 
county, and, running through Polk and bending into Pulaski, emp- 
ties into the Osage at the corner of Pulaski county. Another 
branch of this river rises in Polk, and a third in Pulaski county. 
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Nianguariver empties into Osage 120 milesfromits mouth. Many 
of the head waters of the Osage fork of Gasconade river rise iu and 
run through the county of Pulaski, thus watering the county, and 
furnishing some mill-sites of value. The great lower Niangua 
spring is of itselfa good mill-stream, near where it rises, and has 
been taken possession of by an iron-company, with the view of em- 
ploying its power in the manufacture of iron. The ore is said to 
be only half a mile from the water-power. It is understood that 
the county abounds in iron ore. ‘The upper Niangua spring is of 
equal value as a mill-stream. The compiler has- examined a 
specimen of white marble brought from the vicinity of Niangua 
spring. This specimen was beautifully variegated with crimson 
veins. The quarry is supposed to be sufficient to adorn all the 
cities in the union. This marble is near to the Osage, and might 
be transported by water to any part of the union. If the marble 
of the quarry, from which was obtained the specimen referred to, 
will admit a good polish, it will prove equal in value to any in the 
world. Limestone and sandstone are found in Pulaski. - The 
products of the county are corn, wheat, oats, and tobacco. The 
timbered land in Pulaski is about equal in quantity to the prairie, 
and the kinds of timber are good, consisting of oak, linn, syca- 
more, walnut, hackberry, elm, and locust.. There is found near 
to the Osage river, in various places, rock resembling the French 
buhrin appearance. This stone has been quarried, and transported 
a great distance for milling purposes. Many who have used mill- 
stones from these have pronounced them good, and the demand for 
them is increasing. One of the best quarries of this description is 

in Pulaski county. "The far-famed and the ill-famed COUNTERFEIT 
bank of Niangua was located in Pulaski. This was a stupendous 

parent institution of crime, where genius lent its skill to mischief. 

This villanous band furnished paper so well executed as to pass 
extensively among indifferent judges of bank notes almost as 

well as the emissions from Philadelphia. “ The ra-al Biddles” 
were not more esteemed by the country people. The band 

of counterfeiters included a president, cashier, and clerks, and a 
grave board of directors, who declared large dividends, and re- 

served an ample contingent fund. heir operations were dis- 
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covered and the band was broken up by the disclosures of a 
woman, to whom their secrets had been confided. ‘This woman 
claimed to be a stockholder, in right of her deceased husband. 
He had been a director, and after his death she had made a 
fruitless claim to a share of the profits. With the extreme vio- 
lence of female passion, Mistress Misscuri Anne Amanda Jemima 
Skidmore sharpened her finger-nails afresh, and declared a war 
of extermination against the counterfeiters. She reduced her 
madness to method, and waited on the cashier of the office of 
discount and deposite in St. Louis. At this institution she pro- 
posed to make a special deposite of all her griefs ; believing that 
the interest of those who honestly dealt in the genuine paper 
would induce them to aid suffering innocence, when warring 
against spurious dealers, who had violated that law which pro- 
vides for * honour among thieves.” This mysterious visit ena- 
bled her to hold secret communion with the United States dis- 
trict judge. His honour turned over the fair suiter to General 
Jones, the marshal, who determined that deeds were more effi- 
cient than words, and he arrested the whole band at the den 
where the office of the parent institution was kept. The partic- 
ulars of this hazardous and praiseworthy transaction are derived 
from an authentic.souree, and set down accordingly. It had been 
arranged that the lady should proceed alone on her journey, and 
meet the marshal and his confidential band of friends near the 
place of action, that the suspected persons might be identified. 
The disclosures of the female counterfeiter enabled the marshal 
to trace out the abode of crime; and he was quietly sitting in 
the cabin of one of the chief men of the band, inquiring of his 
unsuspecting wife where some good locations of new land could 
be made, when her husband, unarmed, rode up to the cabin door. 
At that moment the keen perceptions of the woman enabled her 
to detect some cause of suspicion, and she put her husband’s gun 
into his hands.

The 
most valuable mill-streams are the branches of Salt river, and 
Spencer’s Creek furnishes much water-power. These are the 
principal water-courses of the county, and on them are several 
good mill-sites unimproved. The county is well watered with 
durable springs, which furnish abundance of good limestone 
water. The minerals of the county are iron and sulphur; and 
in the western part of the county stone coal is very abundant, 
and easily obtained. Limestone quarries are found in every 
part of the county. Wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, to- 
bacco, and hemp are the principal products of the farms of Ralls. 

The domestic animals, and such as are raised more or less for 
market, are horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, hogs, and goats.

-On Philadelphia, it ranges from 5 to 7 per cent, 
The purchase -of specie on Eastern and Southern ac- 
count still continues, and the improvement in price in 
New Orleans has greatly improved the demand here: 
though we have not learned that the price is improved. 
It is bought at 3 per cent. premium. 


From the Mobile Commercial Advertiser, April 18. .. 

Important Deciston—A question of great import- 
ance came up yesterday before the Circuit Court of the 
United States, now sitting in this city, and was decided’ 
by the court, Judge McKinley of the Supreme Court: 
of the United States’ presiding. The Carrollton Bank,’ 
a banking company chartered in Louisiana, purchased 
in Mobile, through an agent, a bill of exchange, which. 
being unpaid, the bank brought an action against one. 
of the parties to the bill. The court decided that-&. 
bank corporation of another state could not make a- 
contract in this state, for want of capacity to contract, 
and therefore that the bank. could not recover on the. 
bill. The case will go up, as we understand, to the 
Supreme Gourt of the United States, where the ques- 
tion will be settled. 

The above decision has produced great excitement: 
here, and is the subject of general conversation and. 
alarm. Its ruinous. consequences, if it be sustained, 
can scarcely be imagined. — 

A new BANK ÁnRANGEMENT.— IL. he New Orleans He- 
rald of the 14th April gives the following information : 

The Merchants’ Bank, although it had made every 
exertion, backed by the United States Bank, to aid the 
community, is so restrained by her charter that’ she 
cannot make loans to an extent equal to her admitted 
capacity. Under these circumstances, an arrangement 
has been made by the Atchafaylaya Bank, through 
which we understand a portion of the funds of the’ 
United States Bank will be loaned out to the commu- 
nity.

IN SENATE, November 20, 1838.

into consideration so much of the Governor's message as relates to the 
currency, an. independent treasury. &c., and. that they report. to their re- 
spective Houses. 

(Committee consists, on the part of the Senate, of Messrs. Moitroe, No- 
land, and Gilliam : on the part of the House, of. Messrs. Reese, Brown of 
Franklin, Fulkerson, Huston, Atchison, and Hancock.) 


The committee of the Senate. from the joint select committee of the 
two Houses, to whom was referred so much of the Governor's message 
as relates to the currency, the independent treasury. &c.. report: 

That the subjects reterred to the committee have been duly considered, 
and shali be as briedly presented to the Senate as the difficulties and im- 
portance of the principles discussed will permit. To detail to the Senate, 
with minuteness and accuracy. the multitudinous causes which have aided 
in precipitating the American people into the calamities incident to a gen- 
eral failure of merchants and banks to meet their payments, is not per- 
mitted by the imperative demands of other duties upon the time of the 
committee, nor desired, it is presumed. by the Senate. We shall, there- 
fore, only glance at those causes which are indisputable. and hasten on to 
a developmentof our views of whatis an adequate remedy of, or rather 
a preventive to, a recurrence ol the alarming evils which ever grow out 
of a loss of commercial confidence. and spring from a knowledge that we 
have a worthless irredeemabie currenev. 

At the time of the general suspension of specie payments in 1837, the 
merchants of the United States had imported $30,000,000 worth of goods 
more than they had shipped Americ m productions with which to make 
payments, and actually owed foreign merchants that amount. To this 
is to be added the sum of 595.000.000. obtaitied by several ditlerent States, 
cities, and banks. as well as by railroad. canal. trust, savings, Insurance, 
and other compames. Phe annual interest on tliese vast sums, amounting 
іл the aggregate to 8125.000.000., is no less than the sum of $6,250,000, 
reckoning only at the rate of five per cent. per annum. Besides this vast 
amount of money owed by States, cides, corporations, and merchants, we 
must consider that moneyed men had invested in wild unproductive Gov- 
ernment lands, during th» two preceding years, $39,500,000. It is safe 
to add to this sum 350,000,000 for the debts created by the purchase of 
an absolutely innumerable quantity of city, town, and village lots, vast 
numbers of then: existing only on paper, aid for tlie expenditures for 1m- 
provident improvements, town buildings, &e. 

By adding together these debts, $30,000,000 for foreign goods, $95,000,000 
for State and other bonds sold in. Europe, $39,590,000 invested in West- 
ern uncultivated and therefore unproductive lands, and $50,000,000 for 
the countless number of city and town lots and for unsubstantial and de- 
lusive improvements, we find an aggregate debt, owed by the Amer- 
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ican people, of two hundred and fourteen million five hundred thousand 
dollars, exclusive of the great mass of debts which a civilized people 
usually owe among themselves. "The annual interest on this vast sum 
of money, was, at six per cent. per annum, no less than 512,570,000. 

To your committee it appears wonderful that so intelligent a popula- 
tion as ours could, by any representation, however specious, or by any 
hope of gain, however bright, have been induced to contract debts so 
enormous in amount and so difficult in liquidation, in a time reasonably 
short, with money honesty acquired. How important, with such start- 
ling facts staring us in the tace, does a proper and due restriction of the 
whole currency and credit systems of our times become! How important 
that, with a cautious but unshrinking hand, the legislative power of this 
nation should steadily proceed to cut otf all improper facilities to the 
sharper of acquiring money and property, without giving a valuable and 
full consideration in return. With what care and anxiety should our law- 
givers labor to restrain the unlawtul desires of the lazy and the covetous 
to obtain the property of the honest and industrious, and compel them to 
pay tull value for that which they had purchased. 

With such an enormous debt hanging over the heads of our traders, it 
was impossible tor them to continue to meet their engagements, unless 
they could sell their wild lands, their tgwn lots, goods, &c., for money. 
This it was impossible to do : and hence they wereat the absolute mercy 
of the winds and waves of the commercial ocean. The slightest variation 
of the current or of the wind boded shipwreck and destruction. But, as 
the sea cannot always be expected to remain calm, neither should the op- 
erations of commerce be expected always to flow in channels secured 
from the obstructions of aceident or from periodical derangement and 
convulsion. ‘The first blow which the trader received was from the Bank 
of England. Phat tustiturion withheld itscreditsto the * American houses," 
(as certain London traders are called.) and forced them to exact prompt 
payment from their American debtors. Almost simultaneous with this 
unexpected caill tor money, was the passage by Congress of Mr. Clay’s 
act to deposite the surplus revenue of the United States with the several 
States. This revenue had (most ot it) been loaned to the merchants of 
New York, and of two or three other large Eastern commercial cities, by 
the deposite banks: hence the banks were compelled to insist upon the 
prompt payment of upwards of $27,000,000 at che very time they were 
forced to make an unexpected payment of large European debts. ‘To add 
to the extent and magnitude of the difficulties pressing down the over- 
loaded merchants, many ot the debts created by the great New York fire 
came due, A general mability of the merchants to meet the accumulated 
debts due, became manifest in the extremes of the nation—New York and 
New Orleans—at about the same time. The failure of the debtors of the 
banks to meet their engagements was followed by the refusal of the bauks 
to pay their obligations ;: and. a general depreciation of tlie currency was 
the result, bearing in its tram aniversal distrust, heavy sacrifices of prop- 
erty, and general cmbarrassinent. ‘Thousands of men were utterly ruined. 

The improvidence and bad inanagement of the banks had greatly con- 
tributed tu hasten the catastrophe, as well as greatly to increase the ulti- 
mate amount of suffering. ‘The amount of paper issued was impradently 
disproportionate to the amount of specie possessed by the banks. 

The bill business had nearly ruined the safe aid more business-like part 
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of the customers of the banks; and the banks, intoxicated with their won. 
derful success in making money, increased still more their circulation, 


(based upon the spoils gleaned from the prudent,) and loaned it freely to 
the speculator, whose merit and desert were but too frequently measured 
only by the daring aud wildness of his schemes. Making his thousands 
in a day, the adventurer could well atford to pay extraordinary interest ; 
while those who had capital to lose, were compelled to pay the same ex. 
orbitant rates tor money, or sutler loss. To be correctly understood in 
relation to this * kite" or * bills of exchange’ business, we will briefly 
explain: A person puts his note into bank, say for $10.000. The bank 
tells him that the endorsers are good, but that they have not the money 
toloan. If he has a trade on hand of importance, he concludes to draw 
a bill of exchange on some persow in a distaut city, who will accept and 
agree to pay it when due, four mouths thereafter. He draws his bill, 
gets two or three to endorse it, and then the bank, which before had no 
money, takes the bill and pays nimi the money, deducting a premium, say 
five per cent., and the interest also. The premium on $10,000, at five per 
cent., is $500: and the bank interest, at seven per cent. per annui, for four 
months, is $233 334; in ali, $733 334 for the use of 310.000 for four months. 
At the end of the tour months. or shortly before, he makes another bill 
In the same manner. and sends the money to the city upou waich he drew, 
to pay tae frst one when it becomes due. Sometimes the person drawn 
upon draws back upon the original drawer, and applies the money to pay 
the first bil. By calewation it will be seen that filtecu per cent, will be 
paid tor premiums, and seven per cent, tor interest, ina vear : add five per 
ceni. every ieur months tor expenses of transmitting inouev to meet the 
bills. &e.. and it wili be seen taat the borrower pavs thirty-seven per cent. 
per annum, making the sum or 353.790 tor the use oi 510.000. To such 
shitts, and much worse ones, were the regular dealers forced by the banks, 
who found it to their interest to encourage ihe speculator : and, as might 
have easily been foreseen. many of them were ruined, others greatly in- 
jured. and vast numbers foreed io withdraw aud eave business to the 
reckiess, in order to save aremnaut of their hard-earned property. How 
difficult tor honest traders, wlio POSSESS but little moi V, to carry on busi- 
ness during tie existence of suena state of things! — Tustead of wondering 
at the universal ery of distress setup by commercial men, the only mat- 
ter of astonjshment is how any of them have cseaped pecuniary ruin. 
The ruinous interest. the high rreights, rents, and exorbitant city taxes 
and licenses. to say nothing of crerk-hire, paid by them, must have been 
destructive of their best interest and welfare. Increased prices for goods, 
as present experience testifies, greatly diminish the sales, and only has- 
ten the /furced sales of the more embarrassed to the deeper injury of the 
insolvent, whose customers are thus more cheaply supplied. High prices 
lessen sales ; cash sales, though low, are not so easily effected. as credit 
sales, though high. А . 
These are some of the causes which produced the great commercial 
catastrophe of May, 1837. To prevent another such, should be the steady 
aim of the statesman aud the patriot. Various plans and expedients have 
been suggested ; but all, probably, will prove alike insuflicient and delu- 
sive, from the want of a general co-operation of the American people, 
instead of the adherents of a single party. We fully believe that the same 
wild spirit of speculation, fostered by grasping and avaricious stockholders, 








of banks, will work out the same disastrous results again and again, until 
more just notions of banking and speculating not only obtain, but are fol- 
lowed out into practice. Great reform in the whole credit system of com- 
merce, and in the pecuniary transactions of the General Government, are 
absolutely necessary to the permanent well-being of the mass of the peo- 
ple. Both need lessening in amount, and should be simplified in their 
operations. 

To cheek the operation and lessen the resources of spurious credit, is 
an important and most desirable consummation, as it smooths the way of 
true credit, its natural competitor, before which it constantly interposes 
obstacles. Perhaps a more effective blow could not be given to the false 
credit system, than it would sustain from an order prohibiting the circu- 
lation of bills for amounts. varying from twenty-five cents to twenty dol- 
lars. issued by individuals. corporations, municipalities,and banks of which 
we know little or nothing, and upon which persons, unless actively en- 
gaged in business, and constantly handling money, cannot safely rely. 
By supplanting this delusive, money-capturing, unsafe, and irredeemable 
paper, put out by irresponsible persons and banks abroad, with gold, sil- 
ver, and responsible bank notes of our own, convertible into specie at the 
vill ot the holder, the. Legislature of Missouri will have effected, in the 
opinion of your committee, a salutary reform, eminently satisfactory to 
every candid and honest farmer, mechanic, and trader resident within our 
borders. This measure. it is considered, would not a little contribute to 
prevent the re-enacting of those excesses arising trom deceptive credit. 
from the evil eects of which commerce has so recently and greatly sut- 
fered. 

Intimately conneeted with the policy of banishing depreciated and irre- 
sponsible bank paper trom circulation, as calculated to prevent another 
Suspension of specie payments, is that policy of compelling the banks, by 
legal enactinents where practicable, and by public opinion where legal 
enactments cannot be made to operate, fo lend money. in small sums, to 
small dealers, instead of putting large masses of money into the hands of 
men already so wealthy as to set the competition of equally intelligent 
and prudent bat less wealthy traders at defiance. The importunee of 
lending small sums to every merchant, every mechani#, and every farmer 
who may desire money and offers a well-secured note, appears not to 
have arrested the attention of banks. They scarcely possess either the 
disposition or the patience calmly to canvass the importance of assisting 
the conductor of every branch of business to prosecute his work success- 
fully, and appear to be unable to reflect that the mechanical class and the 
younger merchants jusi starting into life and its business, if generously as- 
Sisted, encouraged, and sustained, according to their respective merits, add 
greatly to the wealth and strength, not only of the city in which they live, 
but also to that of the capitalist, to whom their industry has brought new 
customers, and opened new sources of wealth. The more equal distri- 
bution of the money of banks will deprive them of the ability of fur- 
nishing the means to mammoth brokers and stock-dealers to conduct those 
vast operations which so frequently swallow up fortunes, ruining not their 
Possessors only, but also all connected with them in the vast complicated 
circle of business. The building up of all the great interests of society 
would be inore surely aud better accomplished by raining the benefits of 
accumulated capital upon all the deserving, than by pouring it upon a 
few, to enable them to divert to themselves the profits of the labor of the 
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pag men of society, under the pretext of building up some one great * 


a of business, appears to your committee self-evident, and impossible 
be otherwise determined. It is pleasing to the patriot to contemplate 
the beuefiss that would resuit from supplanting depreciated with good 
money, and from an abandonment of the policy of passing over the reg 
wants of the small to gratify the inordinate desires of the large dealer. 
Following such a policy wouid ensure a greater degree of stability to com. 
merce and to all kinds of business. 

But, to do this successtully, banks should not be permitted to say to cus- 
tomers “ we have no money to lend you;"? when, in fact, they have mone 
but have thrown it into the exchange line, to prevent all small dealers, 
who are unable to pay trom 13 to 40 per cent. per annum for the use of 
money, from diverting it from. large capitalists who desire 40 employ 
it in some large operation out of which thousands of dollars may be real- 
ized or lost, as the market may rise ог tall, in a few weeks or months, 
No more capital should be piaced in the exchange line than the foreign 
debts of and to a city or State amount to, All the rest should be loaned 
at the regular rate of interest. To demand more, is to violate the interest 
of commerce, to take advantage of its necessities, and is, in fact, extortion. 
To place the money of a bank in the exchange line, and then for the use 


of it to charge a large premium, is but a method ot wily directors (anxious 
only to make money, or te favor a few) to loan money to the speculator, 
to the exclusion of the prudent dealer, who has too much honesty to put 
the claim of his confiding creditors in jeopardy by an attempt stiddenly to 
acquire a jortune Without tort. 
Bat in this effort to puriry the currency,and to counteract the old schemes 

by which the large masses ef money were thrown into the possession of 
the capitalist, to the great aud manifest detriment of the regular dealers, 

by whom it was nceded io ciry on the usual avecations ot life without 

embarrassment, there is danger of grasping for too much. In our anxiety 

to increase the store trom Wheuce are drawn the money supplies of the 

dealer, that all may be mere uberally supplied at every callof their wants 
or of their wishes. We are apt to neglect those just scruples to which we 

should ever give implicit heed, To this inordinate and ungoverned desire 

of attaining capital for banks, it matters but little Aow or tron whom, tO 
minister to their schemes. and, through them, to the schemes of individuals, 
are to be attributed the violent desires of many of the more ardent support 
ers of the policy of loaning the publie taxes, as fast as collected, to banks, 
to be loaned out by them to tlie needy. But to Joan the public revenue 
to bunks, and through them to their debtors, would be productive, in the 
opinion of your committee. of positive evil to the borrowers themselves. 
This opinion appears to be fortified by the most substantial reasons, 
amongst which stands ртопинен! the fact, that, ere the happy borrower 0 

the funds shall have invested them, a call for their return may be made 
by the Government to pay sonte contractor, sailor, or other creditor. 
Nothing is more destructive to private business than sudden, unexpected, 
and irresistible demands for the repayment of money recently invested, 
and which, trom the want of time, has yielded no adequate return. 
Moneys should not be loaned to a community which, from the very tenure 
by which they are held, must soon be withdrawn, and that almost with- 
out notice. Some one, in cases uf sudden withdraicals of money trom 
the people, is certain to be injured. dt is from this prolific cause that 
most of the commercial distress known iu this country generally arise; 





and it is this identical cause which should be removed by legislation, if 
by any possibility it can be effected. If we look to the interest of ide 
alone, We sve abundant reason, substantial and enduring, why the rev- 
enues of the nation, subject as they are to daily drafts to carry on the op- 
erations of Government, should not be used as a fund for banking. 

But when we consider the danger of a total dissolutiou of our Govern- 
ment, under which we now live so happily, by lending to this particular 
bank, or to that favorite broker, the means which the people have cheer- ` 
fully given to carry on its operations, the evils to which the interests of trade 
would be subjected shrink into insignificance. The weakness and imbe- 
сіну апа the utter inability and helplessuess that would be betrayed by 
a nation strong in numbers, intelligence, and wealth, in its every attempt 
to carry on the most necessary or the most ordinary undertaking, would 
make the United States a hiss and a by-word. An intelligent nation, fall 
of patriotism and just pride of country, rendered helpless and as un- 
wieldy asa rudderless ship. by succumbing to the clamors and inordinate 
desires of heartless speculators, would be the spectacle which the only free 
Government on earth would exhibit, if the revenues are suffered to be 
loaned out to the importunate money-seekers who are distracting the com- 
munity by their outcries and vociterous demands. А 

The revenues should be kept, in the opinion of your committee, by ше 
proper olticer pt Government. After taxes are collected, they should in 
no case be passed over to States or municipalities, banks or corporations, 
or to individuals, irresponsible to the Government, to be used for their 
benefit and behoof Government officers collect the taxes, and Govern- 
ment officers pay them out: no irresponsible corporations are necessary 
to take charge of them trom the time of their reception until the arrival 
of the period tor their disbursement. Such pusyse-holders wish to be 
made Keepers. enlv to be able to make tiemseives users. Experience bas 
shown that such + keepers’? have only to suspend payments” to deprive 
the nation of the power of sustaining the Government. But two years 
ago, and the banks proved themselves such rare ** keepers” of publie 
money intrusted to their care, that Congress had to be convened to devise 
means to get other moneys to prevent the wheels of Government trom 
stopping still: and, to crown all, the friends and managers of those banks 
ridiculed tlie people for trusting them in the first place. It is but the dic- 
tate of cominon sense to discard such “ keepers.” 

To prevent a scarcity of money arising trom the collection of the na- 
tional revenues, only two measures are necessary : one, the coliection of 
so much revenue as will meet the actual wants of Government when con- 
fined to the objects for which it was created; the other, the prompt liqui- 
dation of all Government dues. Those measures alone will eflectually 
prevent an undue accumulation of money that should be in circulation. 

How important, trom these considerations, does it appear that the pres- 
ent national administration should be vigorously sustained by the people 
in its measures in relation to the currency! And what cause of gratula- 
tion is it to the people of Missouri, that one of Aer Senators was foremost 
in advocating and supporting measures fraught with consequences so 
happy and >o honorable! Herceforth it is to be hoped that «li the friends 
of enlightened end well-regulated government in tins State will be tonnd 
united in sustaining tie policy of the present adininistration in regard to 
the currency. E 
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Bnited in efforts to effect this salutary reform, success must attend the 
„friends of gold, silver, and good bank notes of large denominations, re- 
dcemable at the will of the holder. To increase the specic of the country, 
the small notes and the miserable depreciated paper from abroad should 
be peremptorily excluded. Within the limits of the State ot Missouri, 
such trash should not be permitted to circulate. We earnestly recom. 
mend the passage of a strong. weil-considered, and carefully-expressed 
Jaw prohibiting the circulation of bank notes of a less denomination than 

‚ $10. Such a law will receive the countenance and support of the friends 
of a sound credit based upon specie. No successful opposition need be 
appreheuded from adventurers and speculators on the one hand, nor from 
the friends of a distended credit on the other, 

In conclusion, your committee beg leave to submit tor your cSnsidera- 
tion the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That it is expedient to exclude trom circulation, within 
the limits of our State. all irredeemable and all depreciated bank paper, 
and all post notes. | | - s 

2. "That it is expedient to exclude from circulation. within the limits of 
our State, all bank paper of a less denomination than ten dollars. 

3. ‘Psat itis inexpedient for our State Bank to furnish a greater amount 
of foreign and domestic exchange than at intelligent judgment should 
dictate to be equa! to the debts to. and due by. the people of the State. 

4. That it is expedient to require the State Bank. iu loaning money, to 
give a preterence to notes calling ter small sums when brought into com- 


The amendments proposed to the charter by the Legislature of 1836 
having been agreed to by all the branches, the directors of the State Bank, 
in conformity thereto, located the thirteenth branch at Michigan city, the 
fourteenth at Logansport, and the fifteenth at Rushville; but one of the 
branches pot having signified its assent to the location of the sixteenth 
branch until the November session, no further action has yet been had in 
relation toit. И is understood, however, that ir will be placed in a dis- 
trict to be formed out of the Terre Haute and Lafayette branch districts, 
at such point as shall, on examination, appear best adapted to promote the 
interests of the State and the institution. 

Books of subscription forthe thirteenth branch were opened in October, 
the stock has been subscribed, and notice given for the payment of the 
first instalment on the Ist of February next; soon after which, it is ex- 
pected that the branch wiil commence operations. 

Two other branches wiil be organized the ensuing year, as soon as the 
funds at the command of the State board will admit; and if the collections 
from the sinking-fund and surplus-revenue loans should be larger than 
usual, the sixteenth branch may also be organized. 

No ioan having been made by the State to pav the first instalment of 
its stock in tue tweittn branci, 550.000 was advanced by tlie bank for that 
purpose, in anticipation or the fourth instalment of the surplus revenue. 

Additiohal State моск has been subscribed as follows. viz: $20,000, 
each, in Richmond, Evansvilie, and Terre Haute branches, and 532,000, 
each, in the Lawrenceburg, Indianapolis, and New Albany branches, with 
the premium equivalent to the profits on hand. Similar subscriptions 
vill be made in tie. Madison and. Lafayette branches, when the surplus 
fund. iu the former siii be. reduced, and the state of the suspended debt 
in the iatter be ore füliv ascertained. 

For the advauee of capital made for the State, the bank will be reim- 
bursed from: the fourth instalment of the surplus revenue, or, if that be 
withhel!, the bonds ot the State will be substituted. ‘These advances 
draw interest. under the law of last session, at the rate of 6 per cent. until 
repaid, und the stock is entitled. to tlie same dividend as other stoex. for 
the benefit of the State. 

As the surplus fund had become so large in some of the branches as to 
Prevent the subseription of new stock on account of the high premium 
necessarily demanded, the branches at New Albany, Indianapolis. and 
Lawrenceburg were authorized, in May last, to divide their surplus 
down to one-eighth their capital, ou condition that the stockholders would 
Immediately subscribe new stock equal to the amount of their dividends. 
The privileze was accepted, and by this division $29,375 was set apart to 
the State, and the same amount to the stockholders; and new stock has been 
taken by them and others to the amount of $71,350. A similar privilege 
was granted, in November. to the Richmond, Madison, and Terre Haute 
branches, by which they will be able to enlarge their capital considerably.

The committee of ways and Means, to whom was referred so much of 
the acting Mayor’s communication of the 15th inst. as relates to the issue 
| of warrants on the Treasury in sums of less denominations than those now 
allowed by ordinance, have had the same under consideration, and respect- 
fully report— Nr 

That they are of opinion the present mode of issuing warrants on the 
Treasury for the exact amount of the claim or demand is objectionable as 
being seriously injurious to the interest of the city, and equally so to the 
person who receives it—injurious to the interest of the city from the fact 
conceded by all who are in any way conversant with the mode or manner 
in which calculations are made by those contracting with the city authori- 
| ties for improvements or labor for the benefit of the city, that in addition 
to the sum required for the improvement or labor, an additional sum is also 
added of from 10 to 25 per cent. to cover the loss they expect to subject 
themselves to in converting large warrants into currency, when if the 
Auditor was authorized to issue warrants in small sums, the whole of this 
additional charge woutd be saved to the city, (and in a year it must 
amount to a large sum,) for in the present deranged state of the currency; 
| city warrants of small denominations, the committee are of opinion, would 
| pass as current in the community and with much more confidence attached 
to them than the present circulation of small notes which now constitutes 
the currency of the city, and with which the contractor would be enabled

The Kentucky banks have en- 
joyed, and no doubt merited, public confidence, in a great degree ; and have 
supplied the people, at this period of heavy pressure, almost in exclusion of 
the banks of other States, with a local currency, which has been freely re- 
ceived, and answered all the ordinary purposes of business transactions in 
the State. They have, also, by means of discounts and bills of exchange, 
materially assisted and advanced the operations of our external trade and 
commerce. But the ability of local banks is necessarily confined to a lim- 
ited sphere of action. They can never supply the place of a Bank of the 
United States. Long and sad experience establishes this fact beyond all 
sort of question. They cannot furnish a sound currency of equal and uni- 
form value throughout all parts of the Union. They cannot negotiate bills 
of exchange and supply remittances with the same facility, and with the 
same advantages to the community, as a Bank of the United States. ‘The 
trade of the State, without a Bank of the United States, is constantly, and 
oppressively, and unjustly burdened in both directions—towards New Or- 
leans, and towards the eastern cities. Its bills on New Orleans, of which 
it is generally a creditor, are usually sold at a discount of two per cent., be- 
sides interest; whilst remittances on the eastward, of which we are gen- 
erally a deb:or, command a premium of from two to three per cent. Du- 
ring the existence of the branches of the United States Bank, they purchased 
generally the bills of our traders on New Orleans at from one to one anda 
half per cent. discount, and supplied remittances in great abundance to any 
part of the United States, at a premium of one-half of one per cent. ‘he 
people of Kentucky have suffered constantly and severely by these cpeia- . 
tions, and have lost hundreds of thousands of dollars for the want ot a Bank 
of the United States. |

cie, can pow, as I think, be no longer seriously controverted. Lut, asa 
national currency is as indispensably necessary to the people as a National 
Goverument, it is to be hoped that all further experiments will be aban- 
doned, aud very soon a natioual bank will be established, upon tried and 
approved principles, as the only remaining remedy by which the exchanges 
of the country can be justly, fairly, and honestly regulated, aud the people 
in every part of the Union can be supplied with a common currency, 0 
uniform value everywhere. | Ж 

As these two great measures—the division of the proceeds of the public 
lands, and the establishment of a national bank—depend mainly, if not en- 
tirely, upon the evidences of public opinion ш their favor, I would recom- 
mend to you, at the earliest period, to furnish your Senators and hepre- 
sentatives in Congress the most conclusive testimony of the wishes.of our 
constituents in reference to these vital topics.

You will discover, from the report of the auditor, that the dividends ac-- : 
uing to the various funds have all been reinvested, as provided by law, in 
the stock of the State Bank, except the dividends accruing on the State 
@ sock, which have been applied by the bank to the payment of the interest 
d on our State bonds, with the exception of the sum invested for the benefit 
of the sinking fund. | | 
4 The amendments to the charter of the bank required the treasurer to 
B subscribe, on the part of the State, for the residue gf all the stock except 
what portion might have been taken by individuals. ‘This provision con- 
ficted with other laws requiring the reinvestment of the dividends of the 
Д various funds in said stock. И being impossible to comply with both, it 
f was thought best that the treasurer should subscribe for only one million 
of the stock for tlie use of the State, leaving the residue subject to invest- 
ments of accruing dividends. Ш would be well to amend the charter in 
this particular, and suifer the residue of the stock to remain open, subject | 
to investments of this character., | 
The report of the condition of the bank and its branches will be in due | 
time laid before you by the committee appointed to examine its affairs, to 
@ which I beg leave to reier you. 
I have great satisfaction in pointing out to you the high and honorable 
conduct of the Bank ot Missouri, in continuing to redeem all her obliga- # 
ions with specie, and in resisting the second suspension of the banks, which, | 
beginning in Philadelphia in the fall of 1839, so rapidly spread over the 
south and west. ] 
to be a barrier, and en exception: and in so doing, has not only gained 
honorable distinction. Lat has sbown how easy it is for the banks of any 
State to resist these suspensions, and thus enable each State to preserve the 
standard of value, and maintain the sanctity of contracts within her limits. 
Nor has the benefit of this couduct of the Bank of Missouri been limited to 
J honor and distinction. It has been beneticia! tu the interests of, the whole 
State, as is exemplified in the preservation of specie among us, In the vast 
increase of business and population, and in ihe fair prices which are paid 
for labor, produce, and property. It ts probable that the State of Missouri 
Is more rapidly increasing in the elemeuts of wealth and strength than any 
State in the Union, and that the city of St. Louis is the most flourishing. : 
То this honorable couduct of the Bank of Missouri, in fulfilling with | 
punctuality all her enzazements to individuals, may also be added equal 
praise for fulfilling her obligations to the Federal Government. It is known 
that this bank has been for years the fiscal agent of the United States, and 
in that capacity has been intrusted with the collection, safekeeping, and . 
disbursement of immense sums; all which has been paid out as ordered by 
€ Government: and I feel authorized in saying that the business between 
the bank and the Federal Treasury is now closing up, and that every dol- 
lar due to it will be punctually paid as called for. | 
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This honorable conduct on the part of the bank has given it character 
and credit, and qualified it to become useful to.the State; provided it is freed 
from the sinister operations of unconstitutional banking, by unauthorized 
institutions within our limits. All that I have said in relation to the bank 
applies also to the branches, and is intended to include them. 

. lfeel it my duty to call your attention to the course pursued by various 
insurance companies in the city of St. Louis that have been chartered by 
the Legislature. If I am correctly informed, (of which I entertain no doubt 
whatever,) they have been engaged in every ramification of the system of 
banking,’with the exception of issuing a circulating medium. Although 
the power to issue a circulating medium of their own, for which ihey could 
be held responsible, has not been granted to them; stil they exercise the 
privilege of circulating the notes of foreign banks, to as full an extent as 


Af they were the legally established agencies of those institutions: thus 


tlooding the country with an irredeemable currency, for the liquidation of 
which they are in nowise responsible, to the great peril of.the innocent 
holders of this paper, and in opposition to the interests of the only constitu- 
tional corporation which can exercise banking privileges within our limits. 
and in which the public funds are so largely invested. 

Under our constitution there can be but one banking company and its 
branches established in this State, to be in operation at the same time, and 
the State must own at least a moiety of the capital stock. 'T'he Legislature, 
in chartering the various insurance companies, sedulously avoided extend- 
ing to Them banking privileges. Notwithstanding this precaution on the 
part of the Legislature, these companies have been carrying on an exten- 
sive system of banking, contrary, in my opinion, to the true intent and spirit 
oftheir charters. Should the Legislature, in granting these charters, have 
overlooxed or suffered provisions to creep into them, under coior of which 
they have assumed the exercise of powers not intended to be granted, and 
in violation of the true intent and meaning of the constitution, then it be- 
comes your duty to remedy the evil as speedily as possible. ‘To this епа 1 
would recommend the appointment of a committee, clothed with authority 
to make a thorough examination whether the letter of the constitut.on and 
the spirit of their charters have been thus violated. 

It may be expected that some reference shouid be made by me to the 
subject of the bill which was before the last General Assembly, usually 
known as the “ currency bill” My opinion upon this subject is this: that 
restricting the natural rights of the citizen any farther than is necessary for 
the safety of the community, and making ¢hat an offence in the eye ot the 
law, which is not morally so, is exceeding, in my opinion; the legitimate 
powers intended to be conferred upon the Legislature. Our citizens, in my 
judgment, will never sanction any law which prevents them from taking 
in exchange for their property whatever they please. Restrict the banks and 
corporations generally, but the people should be left to manaze their own 
affairs pretty much in their own way. I think such a law as that proposed 
at the last session would be impolitic and impracticable. We already have 
a Jaw on our statute-book imposing heavy penalties for the circulation of 
bank notes under the denomination of five dollars.» Notes of lower denomi- 
nations have been circulated freely ever since its passage, aud has any one 
been prosecuted under that law? Notina single instance, that I have heard. 
The law is a dead letter ou your statute-book, and your courts either cannot 
or do not enforce it. It is true that in my last message to the Legislature 1 
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proposed, in substance, as an alternative, either to suppress the circulation 
of notes under the denomination of those which our own bank was author- 
ired to issue ; or, if this should be found impolitic or impracticable, then to 
permit our own bank to issue notes of a less denomination. Time and re- 
flection, however, have convinced me of my error; and whilst the law 
makes nothing but gold or silver a legal tender in the payment of debts or 
purchase of property, it should leave it optional with the vendor or creditor 
to receive his pay in any other medium which may suit his purpose. 

It is greatly to be desired that the banks generally would limit the de- 
nomination of their notes to an amount greatly above those tow in circu- 
lation, as it would have a tendency to increase the amount of specie, So as 
to form a sounder circulating medium for ordinary transactions ; yet, while 
the banks in other States are sutlered to pursue the policy which they have 
hitherto done, I do not see why we should attempt to remedy the evil by 
placing restrictions or penalties on our own citizens—penalties which ex- 
perience has proven they will not enforce.

There are hardly 
any transactions in American securities. even du the most current stocks; 
and as to the introduction of any new stock iu the market, we should not 
consider it either advisable, or even creditalig: nor can we as yet foretell the 
period when a material improvement may be expected. We should, conse- 
quently, in making an advance. lock up our capital for an indefinite period; 
and for this, we contess, the vaiue of money is too zrcat at present, The atten- 
tion of our capitalists and others engaged i American atfairs is now turned 
to your internal politics; aud if the pros; ets tor your next presidential elec- 
tion held out by the last accounts should be realized, this circumstance will 
contribute more than any other to restore general confidence. “Phe pay- 
ment of the dividends on Pennsylvania stock has produced a good effect ; 
buteven now, that stock (which a few years ago was preferred to all others, 
and sold as high as 120) can Le purchased at from 76 to 75, which will 
show you what could be expected for Missouri bonds. Indiana dollar stock 
has been sold at 64; Hlinois 6 per cent. stock at 7-4; but even at thgse rates 
no large sales could be effected.

To the the Honorable City Council. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report relative to the extension and man- 
agement of the Water Works during the year 
ending the first day of April last. 

The length of six inch iron pipe laid during | 
the past season in sundry streets is 10,046 feet | 
and of three inch pipes laid in alleys 14,53 | 
feet, making the total lengths of pipe laid last | 
year eleven thousand four hundred and ninety | 
nine feet. 

Tothe aforesaid six-inch pipe have been ats | 
tached twelve new fire plugs, which, added to | 
those heretofore erected and in use ın the City, | 
make the whole number, excepting private | 
plugs, sixty-six. 

The expenditures for the above permanent im- 
provement including freight onsundry pipes re- 
ceived from John Stacker, repairs to the boilers | 
of the Water Works Engine, the renewal of fire 
plugs, and Street Valves, amounts to the sum of 
$7,981,85 and the amount expended for the cur- | 
rent management of the works was $6,403,39, | 
making the total expenditures for the year 
$14,385,24. 

For the ordinary management of the work for 
the current year, the estimated amount is but | 
$5,844— The quantity of three inch pipe on hand | 
at this time is nearly 7,300 feet, and of six-inch | 
about 900 feet. 

It is much to be regretted that the revenue aris- 
ing from the use of Water from the Works this 
year has fallen considerably beluw what it was 
the year previous, the gross receipts being but 
$12,507,81 while that of ‘he’ preceding year 
amounted to $16,460,81. 

The loss to the City I consider nearly equal to 
double the difference between the above sums, 
or $7,906—for, supposing the collection to have 
been equal to the preceding year, and that there | 
were no other facilties for procuring water from 
the works, than what was in existence at the com- 
mencement of the last year, still, with but ordi- 
nary diligence, owing partly to the annual in- 
creasing demand for water, it is my opinion the 
revonuec might have been brought up to $20,000; 
but the facilities on the contrary were greatly in- 
creased for procuring water, the number of new 
Hydrants pulup last year, was one hundred, con-

MORTGAGES IN LoUIsIANA.—By the law of Louisiana, a mortgage must be re- 
corded once every ten years; if this is neglected the mortgage loses its rank, and 
although in certain cases it may be recorded anew, even after the lapse of ten years, 
yet, in this case, intervening mortgages will have a йы over it, the lien o 
taking effect from the day of the last recording. he payment of interest within 
ten qus would in no wise interfere to cure this effect, and give life to the lien. 
Such an act would operate a bar of proscription as to the debt but not as to the 
mortgage; a distinction which is taken here, but not in Common Law States, and the 
effect of which is to deny to the creditor the benefit of the thing mortgaged and to 
turn him over to an ordinary action of debt.

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS IN VIRGINIA.—À wider system of internal improve- 
ments is now contemplated by the Legislature of Virginia. At its last session, 
several important acts were passed upon this subject; and it is to be hoped that the 
investments of or subscriptions by the Commonwealth, will hereafter be more pro- 
ductive than hitherto. Virginia holds the following property in the public works, ke. 


‘Bank Stocks, . . . $4,217,900 Loans to Corporations, $369,000 
Old James River Co, . 243,000 Loans to Colleges, . . . 50,000 
Stocks in Rail Roads, . 1,172,000 Rail Road dividends (arrears) 71,000 
Stocks in Canal Cos., . 361,000 Stocks in Turnpike Cos., . 98,000 


The entire productive and unproductive resources of the Commonwealth are 
upwards of eleven millions of dollars. The following abstract of the acts of the late 
session is from the Richmond Times: 

The bill for the Virginia and Tennessee railroad makes a State subscription of 
three-fifths of the capital of three millions, or $1,800,000. 

The bill for the Blue Ridge railroad appropriates from the treasury $100,000 
annually, for three years, for the construction of a railroad and tunnel from the 
eastern base of the Blue Ridge, at Rockfish Gap, to Waynesborough, in Augusta 
county, and further subscribes three-fifths of $150,000, or 90,000, for the extension 
of the railroad to Staunton. 

The bill for the Alexandria and Orange railroad subscribes an additional fifth 
viz: $180,000, for the construction of that work; a subseription of two-fifths having 
been already authorized by an act of the last Legislature. 

‘Another bill authorizes the State’s guaranty to the bonds of the James River and 
Kanawha Company to the amount of $350,000 for completing the connexion be- 
tween the canal and tidewater, and of $150,000 for completing the Rivanna 
South Side connexions.

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Another bill ирке $60,000 for macadamizing a portion of the Staunton and 
ersburg road. 

The bills above enumerated authorize an — appropriation of $2,920,000, 
wed besides these leading measures, a large number о ET ons have beeh 
nade for different turnpikes, chiefly in the western part of the State. , 

Another bill has passed, which transfers the whole of the State’s stock in the 
Petersburg and Roanoke railroad, amounting to $323,500, to the town of Petersburg, 
for the purpose of enabling it to construct a railroad to some point on the Richmond 
and Danville railroad, at or near Burkesville, in Prince Edward county; in which 
erent the State will be entitled to an equivalent amount of stock in the new company. 

Amongst the bills which have passed the House of Delegates within the last few 
days, are a bill appropriating $90,000 for the improvement of the Guyandotte River; 
a bill guarantying the bonds of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company to the 
кы of $200,000; a bill subscribing three-fifths of $60,000 for a macadamized 
road from Buchanan to Staunton; and a bill subscribing three-fifths of the capital for 
a railroad from Buchanan to the Roanoke River. 

The Senate has rejected two important bills, which were passed by the House; 
one making a three- fifths subscription of $300,000 to the Fredericksburg and Blue 
Ridge railroad; the other a three-fifths subscription of $900,000 to the Alexandria 
and Valley (Manasseeh’s Gap) railroad.

The case of the Louisiana State Bank.—This case was taken up yesterday morn- 
ing, according to previous notice. Е 5 иә 
Ur. Pierce, on the part of the plaintiffs, stated that he desired to compromise with 
the opposite attorneys in regard to the witnesses summoned, of which there were 
already some 260. He would have the court appoint experts according to article 
452 of the Code of Practice, to examine the witnesses out side. The only questions 
to be asked the witnesses were; are you a minor, a married woman or single, or a 
man of age, and were you in town on the day of the late election of the President 
and Directors of the bank, and did you vote yourself or by proxy? He contended 
that if the examination took place in court it would occupy some ten days. 

Messrs. Grymes and Hunt were opposed to this proposition, and argued the point 
at length. 

The court said it must find a way to shorten the proceedings, and read a section 
of the charter of the bank in regard to the election, which it was necessary should 
appear by the certificate of the proper officers. Now had the certificate been given, 
he asked, and he was answered that it had. Ніз honor then read article 870 of the 
Code of Practice in relation to the procedure under a quo warranto, when the party 
does not answer within the time allowed. : 

The only question in this case, as his Honor took it at first blush, was whether the 
directors had received the certificates of their election by the judges of the election. 
If they had, then they certainly could not be looked upon as usurpers, and the course 
is plain ; if not, it is plainer, and the law provides the remedy. His Honor begged 
to call the attention of counsel to this point particularly, and as he looked upon the 
case as a highly important one, he should be pleased to hear the counsel on both 
and the gentlemen would be permitted to speak as long and as often as they 
pleased. 

Mr. Pierce then read the protest of the stockholders, to the Пет of the elec- 
tion. It appeared that the commissioners of the election had certi ed to the number 
of votes ШО, and the number that each director had received; but believing after- 
wards that the election had been illegal, they had refused the certificate of their 

election. Under the 3d section of the charter creating the bank, no two partners 
can be eligible at the same time as directors of the bank; neither a director from 
another bank: and Mr. Pierce contended that Messrs. Peters, Converse and Shaw 
were illegally elected. 
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Ample as these salaries are, the highest of them — that for the French 
embassy — does not always suffice. Entertainments to itinerant lords 
and ladies appear to be the chief absorbent of income. Grand dinner- 
giving, does, unfortunately, everywhere seem to have an inevitable ten- 
dency towards insolvency, as even Lord John Russell fell to leeward on 
this tack, and ‘ got into debt for the first time in his life,” he says, from 
the extra charge of official banquets. ‘The Lord Mayors of London are 
in like predicament, and for the most part conclude their mayoralty 
poorer than they began, with some .$ 10,000 or & 15,000 allowed them 
out of the city’s estate for the support of“ ancient hospitalities. But 
diplomatists have the advantage of their ex-lordships, in the consolatory 
resource of heavy pensions to fall back upon when exhausted by an ultra 
profusion. | :

Fravup on tHe Bank or tHe Stare or Missourr.— The mercantile community 
were thrown into considerable excitement таии the announcement that a 
large amount of $50 counterfeit notes on the Bank of Missouri had made their ap- 
pearance. They ч oael it is said, the most perfect counterfeits ever made on 
he notes of that bank. | 
? The discovery was made by the teller of Messrs. E. W. Clark & Brothers, who 
received $ 2,000 in these notes, from the bank, a day or two since. He suspected 
that they were counterfeit, and, on close examination by Messrs. Clark & Brothers, 
with a magnifying glass, they were finally pronounced bad. The signatures are ex- 
cellent. Cahier Shoulds acknowledges it impossible for him to detect them by the 
signature. й 26/5 

essrs. Page & Bacon received advices from their California house, that counter- 
feit fifties on the Bank of Missouri had appeared there, and they were on their 
guard, but we understand that the teller of Messrs. Clark & Brothers discovered 
several of the fifties in a package of Missouri bank-notes at Page & Bacon's. : 

The paper of this most dangerous counterfeit is ofa very little lighter color шы ле 
genuine. Signatures exactly like the true ones. On comparing the notes wit : a 
magnifying glass, the figure 12 on the scroll in the genuine 18 found wanting in the 
counterfeit, and the note appears to be engraved on a different plate from the genuine, 
though the difference is scarcely perceptible. It is supposed that these counterfeits 
originated in California. | E 

Since the above was in type, we have obtained the following accurate description 
of the counterfeit from Mr. Hughes, one of our bank directors : — 

“ Counrerreir $50, Bank or Missourt. — General appearance good. On ex- 
amination, the engraving will be found to be much coarser than the genuine, especi- 
ally the drapery of the female figure. Signature of the President and Cashier very 
well done. The counterfeit signed by Jno. Smith, Pres’t, in the Jno. the no is writ 
ten out distinct. In the genuine, no runs together. In the counterfeit, signed К. 
Campbell, Pres't, there is a slight flourish in the termination of the first stroke of 
the letter R, not in the genuine." — St. Louis Intelligencer, October 18. 


Granp Forgery. — A highly respectable mercantile house in this city received 
lately, from a banking house in San Francisco, ten $100 bills on the Bank of the 
State of South Carolina. The notes were sold toa broker here, who transmitted 
them to Charleston. Yesterday a telegraphic despatch was received, announcing 
that the said notes were forged. They bore date September 2d, 1847, and are re- 
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markably well executed. There must be considerable skill and excellence in the 
fine arts in California. — JVew Orleans Delta, October 3d.

San Francisco.—Since the failure of Barton, Lee, & Co., and one or two other 
firms of lesser note, engaged in the same business at Sacramento, a feeling of distrust 
towards banking houses has been very generally prevalent throughout the country. 
This feeling has been favored by many absurd and mischievous rumors, circulated in 
the interior, and even published in some of the country prints, with little judgment 
and less decency, a course to be reprobated by every good citizen, and productive 
only of evil. 

Soon after the departure of the steamer, the failure of Messrs. Simmons, Hutchin- 
son, & Co., a banking and commission house of much respectability, was announced. 
This event was followed by avery general and heavy call upon other banking 
houses, which prevailed until Friday mght. On Saturday morning the house of H. 
M. Naglee remained closed, and a panic ensued, reminding us of scenes we have 
witnessed in the old States. With the exception of a few houses very recently 
established, and of limited business, the rush upon our principal banking houses was 
very animated and exciting. 

Especially was this the case at the banking-house of Burgoyne & Co., where 
much the largest crowd assembled, filling the doors, windows, and side-walks ad- 
pus This house being one of the city, engaged in that line of business, held a 
arge amount of money and treasure, and their depositors were very numerous, — 
hence the partiality shown them on this occasion.

They шор it is said, the most perfect counterfeits ever made on 
the notes of that bank. 

The discovery was made by the teller of Messrs. E. W. Clark & Brothers, who 
received $ 2,000 in these notes, from the bank, a day or two since. He suspected 
that they were counterfeit, and, on close examination by Messrs. Clark & Brothers, 
with a magnifying glass, they were finally pronounced bad. The signatures are ex- 
cellent. Cashier Shoulds acknowledges it impossible for him to detect them by the

Smith, Pres’t, in the Jno. the no is writ- 
ten out distinct. In the genuine, n o runs together. In the counterfeit, signed R. 
Campbell, Pres’t, there is a slight flourish in the termination of the first stroke of 
the letter R, not in the genuine.” — St. Louis Intelligencer, October 18. 


Granp Forcery. —A highly respectable mercantile house in this city received 
lately, from a banking house in San Francisco, ten $100 bills on the Bank of the 
State of South Carolina. The notes were sold toa broker here, who transmitted 
them to Charleston.

Tux rates for money have fluctuated but little since the publication of our last number. Few 
loans are negotiated in this market under 644 per cent.; while prime paper is passed in many 
instances at T a T34 per cent. The New York city banks have full demand for all the facilities that 
they can grant, and the legal rate of interest, seven per cent. on all paper beyond sixty days, is 
readily paid by their customers. 

The steady increase of bank capital in our city and around us, is ample evidence of the growing 
business throughout the community, and of the profit arising from this species of investment. There 
are fifty banks now in active operation within the limits of this city, doing & more active business 
than ever known before, and three additional ones will commence business within the next month. 
These latter are, the Bank of the Commonwealth, with a capital of $1,000,000 ; the Central Bank of 
the City of New York, capital $300,000 ; and the Marine Bank of the City of New York. 

The aggregate investments of the forty-four banks which recently reported to the Legislature, 
were nearly two hundred per cent. beyond their capital stock, and the aggregate liabilities, in sev- 
eral cases, are four or five times their capital. With an aggregate capital of $38,000,000, it will be 
seen that their deposits are $55,000,000, circulation $9,000,000 5 their indebtedness to other banks 
$20,000,000, and an undivided surplus of $6,000,000, or sixteen per cent. of their capital. 

We have examined the tables of market values of 42 of the city banks, and find the average 
premium on these is twenty-five per cent, while in some cases the market value is much greater, 
viz.: Chemical Bank, 900 a 800 per cent. ; Tradesmen's Bank, 150 a 160; Mechanics and Traders’ 
Bank, 150 a 175. The Union Bank lately re-organized under the General Banking Law, and divi- 
ded all its surplus profits, recommencing with а capital at its par value. This stock is now, in less 
than sixty days after the re-organization of the bank, quoted at 20 per cent. advance. This advance 
1s based solely upon the prospeetive business of the institution, as within this short period no profits 
could have been realized to warrant the premium now demanded. 

The Bank of England, early in January, advanced the rate of discount from 2 to 9% per cent, in 
order to check the spirit of speculation in England and on the Continent, and to remedy in part the 
unfavorable condition of the foreign exchanges. On the 20th ult., the bank advanced the rate 
another half per cent., making it 8 per cent. ; and it is believed that the rate will be further advanced 
to 8 or 4 per cent. before April next, It has been found that the extraordinary cheapness of 
money throughout Great Britain during the past year has been the means of inducing speculation 
to a great extent, and also of bringing forward numerous undertakings of an expensive character, 
in the way of rail-roads, mining operations, &c., all requiring a heavy outlay of capital. In Paris, 
the fever of speculation has risen to a greater pitch than has been known since the memorable times 
of the South Sea scheme. The French securities had advanced largely, fostered by the new policy 
of the Bank of France, in loaning on rail-road shares and other public stocks. 

The business between England and Australia has likewise drawn largely upon the former for 
capital and coin, not less than £8,000,000 sterling having been shipped to the ports of the latter 
country during the past year. These combined causes, added to large importations from Russia, 
have caused an unfavorable condition of the exchanges with England, and large shipments of coin 
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324 Doc. No. 68. 


This great inequality in the moneyed facilities afforded by the State to 
commercial and other industrial pursuits, cannot be claimed because of 
any superiority of geographical position for the more favored sections, nor 
either from the natural course of trade and commerce. The most wise 
and advantageous use to which bank accommodations can be applied, is 
towards building up manufactures, and in facilitating the transportation 


‘to the more valuable markets for our varied agricultural and minerat pro- 


ductions. The superior advantages and peculiar adaptation for manufac- 
tures of those portions of this State situated upon the upper Cumberland 
and upon Green river, and in the counties of Trigg, Caldwell, and Liv- 
ingston, will be readily couceded by all who are correctly informed of the 
extensive beds of coal lying in those counties; and also, of their rich and 
inexhaustible iron ore, their dense and valuable forests, and boundless 
water-power. All these iniportaut and unrivalled advantages point out 
those counties as the great manufacturing regions of this great and grow- 
ing commonwealth. That the organization of the Southern Bank and its 
branehes will facilitate the development of the wealth and valuable re- 
sources of this vast portion of the State, your committee cannot entertain 
a doubt. The citizens of the “ Green River country” did, in the month 
of September, 183S, hold a general convention, in which all their inter- 
ests were fully and ably represented, and at which they rescived to peti- 
tion the succeeding General Assembiy for an increase of banking capital. 
In accordance with that resolve. they. at that date, respectfully repre- 
sented, that the want of suiiitiency of moneyed facilities tor the south of 
Green river had depressed their commercial enterprises, reduced the value 
at home of their agricultural and mineral productions, extensively and 
ruinously prejudiced the growth of their manufacturing interests. and re- 
tarded greatly the prosperity and advancement of that portion of the State. 
Acting upon these representations, the legislature, at the session of 1533, 
granted a chaster for establishing the “Souther Bank of Kentucky,” 
and authorizing the principal bank and four branches to be located south 
of Green river, aud three branches north of Green river. 

The disastrous cireuinstanees which surrounded the period of the date 
of its charter; the suspension of specie-payiments by many of the banks;

gery ; that it is a technical word, and means an exact copy, and 
unless there is a precise and literal correspondence between the 
instrument, as set out in the indictment, and that put in circu- 
lation, there is no offence against the law. 

I know of no principle which requires that the word **pur- 

port? or ** purporting,? when found in a statute, should bear 
the same signification as when used in an indictment for for- 
gery. In indictments for forgery and for sending threatening 
letters, the law requires the instruments to be exactly set forth, 
in order that the courts may be enabled to determine whether 
they are such as the law contemplates, when forgery and the 
sending of threatening letters are prohibited. In statutes the 
word ‘‘ purporting” is usual, because its sienification is so 
broad as to admit of a latitude of interpretation. Its sense is 
** meaning," '*intending," **evideneing." Take the word as 
used in the third section of the act concerning conveyances, 
and give it the interpretation contended for, and the novelty of 
the argument will at once be perceived. So, take the word as 
used in various other parts of the code. I have never under- 
stood that in the construction of statutes, the word ‘ purport- 
ing? was a technical one, or that it has any other sense than 
the popular one. It would be making a solecism to give it the 
interpretation desired, when used in statutes. 

In order to comprehend this matter, it must be borne in mind 
that in framing an indictment under a statute, it is necessary to 
follow its words in the description of the offence. In drawing 
à count on the section under consideration, it is necessary to 
describe the instrument in the terms employed by the statute, 
otherwise the indictment will be bad. So that, under the con-

Bank Note Paper and Engravings. 

Various attempts have been made, and at large ex- 
pense, to invent a bank note paper snd mode of en- 
graving tbat cannot be counterfeited. Our bank note 
lists teem with descriptions of the many fraudulent 
imitations of American bank notes. Thus far no 
method bas been discovered for the prevention of 
forgery, although there is an association of New Eng- 
land banka for the purpose of preventing counterfeits, 
and liberal offers are mede for any cure for the evil.— 
The Legislature of Massachusetts has liberally appro- 
prieted the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum, for tbe space of three years, in aid of this as- 
sociation. The latter offer a reward of $100. for the 
best specimen of bank note paper, and further offer a 
liberal reward for any mode of preventing counterfeits. 

The evil we are subjected to here is the multiplicity 
of bank notes. Tbey vary too much in name, style, 
vignettes, manner of execution, and in general appéar- 
ance. It takes & practised eye to discover many of 
the fraudulent issues of the day ; and even experienced 
bank tellers are imposed upon frequently by such 
frauds. It is only a few months since the Bank of the. 
State of Missouri took in, in one day, five thousand 
dollors of fraudulent imitations of its own notes; and 
these were 80 well executed aa to be supposed genuine 
efter the fraud was suggested, and the magnifying 
glass was called into use, finally, in order to enable 
the officers to discriminate between the genuine and 
the fraudulent. 

The Bank of England has recently determined to 
titer its mode of issuing bank notes, after having used 
Mr. Perkins’ steel plate for seventeen sears. The Bank 
has sought to introduce uniformity ic the printing of 
the bank note, whi: h the furmer process never could 
insure. By Mr. Perkins’ plan the entire face of the 
bank note is engraved on hardened steel plates, five in 
number for each note. The several parts thus en- 
graved are transferred to soft steel аи by means 
of steam pressure, which produces the whole of the 
J engraved parts in relief. These rollers are then 
hardened and passed overa soft steel plate so as to 
form the entire of the bank note, except the signa- 
ture. 

Hitherto the signing of the notes consumed the 
time of twenty gentlemen, who were employed at a 
влагу оѓ £500 per a;num each. Esch person bein 
able to sign from 1500 to 2000 per day, 80,000 

notes being required daily. Butin January, 1858, the 
Bank was empowered to sign all its notes by machin- 
ery, by which a saving of £10,000 a year was gained. 
As the Bank never re-issues a note, the labor of pre- 
paring them is vary great.

Gentlemen of the senate and of the house of representatives. 


I had not thought it would become my duty, at so early a veriod of 
your session, to call your special attention to subjects EO th 
general welfare. The extraordinary condition of the finances of ы 
country, and that of our own banks, has induced me to call * 
attention to the subject. ` After а struggle, nobly sustained БУ е 
Bank of the State of Missouri, she has been compelled to suspend 
Specie payments; and others of our banks, organized under the act 
ot this general assembly, have been compelled to follow her example 

As an original proposition, it is a question whether banks of issue 
ought ever to have been established. The banking system, as it is 
s ue n with all our commercial and business relations. 

е cannot dispense with banks of issue | i 
the legislation of all our sister — 

in the present condition of things, I respectfully commend to tho 
general assembly such action as may be necessary to secure the credit 
and character ot the State. Some system of credit, it seems to me, is 
necessary tor the prosperity of every department of business. In fa 
credit and civilization are coeval. There never has been a civilized 
country without a credit system, and probably there never will be.

alliances, as well as by those of commerce and enterprise ; and have 


made us a confederacy of States indissolubly united by the ties of blood. 

A system of public policy which has so long and so successfully 
promoted all the objects for which governments are instituted, it seems 
to me, should not, for trival causes, be disturbed. A policy, to be 
healthtul and utimately successful, must be gradual in its develop- 
ment, and conform to the progress of society. Sudden changes are 
dangerous. Wise legislation is founded as well upon the experience 
of the past as upon the prospects of the future. 

I feel entire confidence in the wisdom and patriotism of the general 
assembly, and have no doubts that whatever diversity of opinion may 
exist in other respects, all. will feel, in a crisis like this, an anxious 
desire to promote the public good. It will give me great pleasure to 
unite with you in whatever may, upon deliberate consideration, be 
thought best, as far as I can do so consistently with my sense of re- 
sponsibility and duty.

Whereas, a meeting of the Bank Presidents has been held, and it has been asoer- 
tained that no united action ean be had, looking to the full, complete and entire 
restoration of a specie basis; and whereas, this board believe that the best inte 
of the State, and of the bank, demand that as soon as practicable all Missouri nionéy 
shall be at par in the commercial metropolis, therefore, 

Resolved, That the President be directed, in the name of this board, to petition tlie 
Legislature to fase an act directing that from and after the first day of July next, 
no bank shall pay out, in discharge of its liabilities, any bank note which it will 
not redeem in coin at its counter. 


Bank of the State of Mi most persons have forgotten that the 
State Bank is no longer liable to redeem the circulation of the СЪБ its prede- 
cessor, The time over which the liability extended expired the first of January 
last. An amount of the old circulation was presented to the bank on Friday, but 
was redeemed in coin. The party presenting it, however, was reminded that the 
bank was not now responsible for those issues— Republican, 


Tennessee. Banke,—The Tennessee Legislature, has re-chartered two of the old 
banks, besides chartering several new ones. The Louisville Journal says: 


_ The bank bill, which has passed both branches of the Tennessee Legislature, be- 
sides re-chartering the Planters’ and Union Banks, also charters the Bank of Clarks- 
ville, the Bank of Frankland, at Knozyille, and the Merchants and Planters’ Bank 
at Memphis, The bill also makes the Bank of Middle Tennessee, at Lebanon, a 
stock bank, and brings it under the new bank code. The bank heretofore worked 
under the Free Bank law. 


ALABAMA,—On Monday, April 2d, the books of subscription to the stock of the 
new Bank of Alabama will be opened at Mobile, The capital stock authorized is 
$500,000. The present bank capital of this city is only $2,500,000, in two institu- 
tions; a small amount for a city whose annual exports to foreign countries exceed 
those of Boston or Charleston. : 


Iowa.—The quarterly meeting of the Board of directore of the State Bank was 
held in Iowa city in February. There were twelve directors present on the part of 
the branches, and Rramanp Bowsow and Reusen Nostx for the State—being a full 
board, except Epwanp T. EpaERTON, State director, recently elected. ‘Hina Price, 
of Davenport, was elected President, in place of Cuzsrer Мкр, the present incum- 
bent, who was not a candidate for re-election. EZEKIEL CLARK, of Iowa city, was 
elected Vice-President. G. C. Strong and B, F. Arten, Executive Committee. : 

One new branch was admitted at.this session, viz. : ‘‘The McGregor Branch at 
MeGregor," with a capital of fifty thousand dollars. O. C. Ler, Cashier, —— Oar- 
TER, President, A preliminary-certificate of a second organization at Council Bluffs 
was presented but was not sufficiently formal to have any action.: The applicants 
from that place, who had a committee appointed at last session, did not pay up as 
required, and their organization was not examined by the committee, and of course 


_ did not come up for final action. ‘There are now thirteen branches in all. 


_ The Pawners’ Bank.—A useful institution for poor people has been established 
in Boston, on the plan of the famous “Mont de Piete,” or Banks of Charity іп 
Paris, and, like those, can be made of incalculable advantage to the poor, and to all 
who may have occasion to borrow money on goods and chattels.

tary of the Treasury on the Condition of the Banks, be printed for the use of the present 
House. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, December 31, 1862. 

Sim: I have the honor to submit a report on the condition of the banks 
throughout the Union, in compliance with the following resolution of the House 
of Representatives, adopted July 10, 1832: 

“ Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be directed to lay before the 
House, at the next and each successive session of Congress, copies of such 
statements or returns, showing the capital, circulation, discount, specie, deposits, 
and condition of the different State banks and banking companies, as may have 
been communicated to the legislatures, governors, or other officers of the several 
States within the year, and made public; and where such information cannot 
be obtained, such other authentic information as will best suit the deficiency.” 

The tabular statements of the condition of the banks in the United States, 
for the year ending January, 1862, are necessarily incomplete, owing to the 
failure to receive the usual returns of such institutions from the States of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, 
and Tennessee. The aggregate results of returns from those States in Jan- 
uary, 1861, are therefore reproduced in the statements now communicated— 
being the last on file and the latest information on the subject in this depart- 
ment. 

In the States of Arkansas, Mississippi, and Texas, there have been no char- 
tered banks of issue for some years past. 

The statements now submitted are slightly incomplete, owing to the failure 
to receive from some of the banking institutions of Maryland, Delaware, and 
Illinois, offieial returns of their condition; there being no laws in those States 
to compel the publication of such returns for the information of the public. 

It will be observed, that the aggregate bank cireulation of the loyal States 
was, in January, 1862, (about the period of suspension of specie payment,) 
nearly twenty-four millions less than in January, 1861; while the specie reserve 
of these States had inereased, during the same interval, in the sum of fourteen

The tabular statements of the condition of the banks in the United States, 


for the year ending January, 1862, are necessarily incomplete, owing to the 
failure to receive the usual returns of such institutions from the States of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, 
and Tennessee. The aggregate results of returns from those States in Jan- 
uary, 1861, are therefore reproduced in the statements now communicated— 


being the last on file and the latest information on the subject in this depart- 
ment. 


In the States of Arkansas, Mississippi, and Texas, there have been no char- 


tered banks of issue for some years past. 


The statements now submitted are slightly incomplete, owing to the failure

PUBLIC PARKS. | 

Since my last report the subject of onr public 
purks has been made prominent by a disturbance in 
one, resulting inthe loss of several lives; and the 
wanton destruction of many costly improvements in 
another. Previous to the Hyde Park calamity, this 
office had made remonstrances to the military au- 
thorities against occupying a portion of it for a bar- 
racks, and also complained of the laxity of discipline, 
which permitted. soldiers to. disturb its visitors, on 
seyeral occasions, with impunity. My efforts t0 se- 
cure a change in this respect were unayailing.and Iam 
not surprised at the deplorable scenes that have since 
been enacted. The lessee, however, has again en- 
tered on the premises, and I. have hopes. that the ex- 
ample of the late calamity will cause the Post Com- 
mandant to see thathe haye, so far us troops are 
concerned, peaceable possession and us pro- 
tection. 

The destruction at Lafayette Park, thanks fo the 
forts or the Committee of Improvements, is being 
rapidly repaired. and the citizens of the neighbor- 
hood are evincing loeal spirit by eontributions to 
that end. The presence and vigilance of a police- 
man should repay them, and render the park a saler 
resort for females and children.

Being without the contrel of the financial executive, 
they may also work great injury to its purposes by 
insisting on their prior lien, when loans and like ex- 
pensive expedients are imperatively required to sat- 
isfy the claims of real creditors.

AN ACT to regulate the payment of outstanding Union Military Bonda and the interest dpe 
thereon. 


Szcriox SECTION 

1. State Treasurer to pay outstanding bonds, | 5. Limitation for presentation and redemption

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, at 
follows: 


Section 1. The State Treasurer shall pay the outstanding Union 
military bonds of the State of Missouri, and the interest due thereon, 
in the following order: First, such as have been received by the. 
various county collectors of this State for taxes as have reported the 
amounts held by them, with the interest receipts duly certified to by 
the proper officers of the county; second, such Union military bonds 
and interest due thereon as have been left in the treasurer’s office by 
parties, and demanded payment therefor; third, such Union military 
eee and interest due thereon, as may be presented at his office by 
persons or corporations which the treasurer believe genuine; pro 
vided, however, that the parties demanding shall not receive any in- 
terest from the sixth day of November, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven to the third day of February, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. 
All interest accrued prior and after the time specified shall be paid by 
the treasurer. 

SEC. 2. The amount paid by the provisions of this act by the 
State Treasurerfor Union military bonds and interest shall not exceed 
the sum of fifteen thousand six hundred and ninety-seven dollars and 
thirty-two cents ($15,697 32.) 

Sec. 3. The State Treasurer shall, immediately upon the approval 
of this act, give public notice in at least eix daily and four weekly 
newspapers published in this State, for four weeks consecutively, that 
all Union military bonds must be presented to him within nine 
months from the date of the approval of this act, and that such Union 
military bonds not presented to him by the first day of February, 
(1871) eighteen hundred and seventy-one, shall be forever barred, and 
that the same will not be paid thereafter by the State. The expense 
ofsuch advertisement shall be paid out of the treasury, out of any 
money not otherwise appropriated. 

Бес. 4. The State Treasurer shall.keep a record of such Union 
military bonds presented at his office for payment, if he considers 
them genuine, as he cannot pay, the amount in this act named having

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of this defaleation reached me in reliable form I immediately 
suspended Mr. Susisky, the late City Treasurer, from office, 
and through the police department caused his arrest. Imme- 
diately thereafter, in accordance with the power conferred upon 
me by law, I required the committee of three, appointed un- 
der the charter, to investigate the accounts of the Treasurer's 
office. This committee originally consisted of Messrs. Joseph 
Brown, John H. Fisse and Charles D. Greene, Jr. The report 
of their investigation of the affairs of the Treasurer’s office has 
been transmitted to your honorable body and officially pub- 


lished, and the care and ability with which they performed 


their labor is readily perceptible on the perusal of their report. 
Your honorable body also deemed it advisable to appoint a 
committee from your own number to investigate not only into 
the particulars of the defaleation in the Treasurer's office, but 
also to inquire into the truth or falsity of certain alleged reports 
of irregularities in the accounts of other city officers ; and fur- 
ther, as to whether the defalecation announced, and the irregu- 
larities reported; were known to others of the city officers before 
the day on which I suspended the late City Treasurer. The re- 
ports of that committee of the Council, in majority and minority 
form, have been submitted to your honorable body, together with 
all the testimony taken during the investigation, and printed in 
pamphlet edition. The relative merits of each report were 
extensively discussed before you, and your final action in the 
adoption of the majority reportis a matter of record. Though 
the original resolution under which the committee of the Coun- 
cil was appointed looks to the examination into certain re- 
ported irregularities in other city officers, as well as the defal- 
cation and irregularities in the Treasurer’s office, yet the atten- 
tion of the committee was directed to the investigation of the 
alleged report that the defaleation in the Treasurer’s office was 
known to other city officers. In neither of the reports was there 
any intimation that I ever had any knowledge of Mr. Susisky 
feloniously embezzling the city funds before the day of his 
suspension, but the minority report takes the position that in 
the month of June, 1869, I had. sufficient knowledge of certain 
irregularities in the City Treasurer’s office, and of such a char- 
acter as to obligate me, in the discharge of my official duties, 
to suspend Mr, Susisky and report him to the Council for trial, 
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with a corollary that if I had pursued such a course the defal- 
‘ation would have been discovered and a large amount of 
money saved to the city. The majority report takes an ant: 15- 
onistie position. In view of the 1 reasoning of the minority, and 
the comments of certain members of the. Council, I deem it not 
inappropriate to present a few considerations touc hing my 
official conduct in thisematter. On the report made to me by 
Comptroller Barlow on the 21st of June, 1869, that Mr. Susisky 
assumed in his cash balances certain receipts and due bills 
taken for advances made on salaries of city officers and on con- 
tracts of city contractors, I was impressed with the belief that 
such a mode of doing business was irregular and reprehensible, 
and I immediately took such measures to stop itas I thought 
necessary. I addressed Mr. Susisky my letter of date of June 
22, 1869, which was as explicit in terms as I could frame it. It 
notified him to stop immediately advancing money on salaries 
and contracts. His explanation of his conduct in extenuation 
was plausible and is sustained by the facts. He said that it had 
been a custom of long standing. It had received such recogni- 
tion as a custom that quite a number of the members of the 
Council—the law-making power of the city—had been the re- 
cipients of favors under it at the Treasurer’s office. How could 
such a custom gain an existence in one of the most important 
offices of the city government? Could it come to pass otherwise 
than through the most defective legislation Undoubtedly not; 
but custom or no custom, as stated, immediately upon the Comp- 
trollers report to me of Mr. Susisky’s irregularities, 1 ordered 
him to desist, but it is asserted I should have gone further; that 
the irregularities were of such a character that I should have 
suspended him from office and placed him on trial before the 
Council. That this is a most untenable position will readily be 
seen. 

In tlie report of Comptroller Barlow to me there is not the least 
evidence of a wilful intention upon the part of Mr. Susisky to 
defraud the city, nor was there in his ready admission about 
these irregularities any such evidence. His conduct in aequi 
escing cheerfully to my request created a decidedly Opposite 
presumption. There is a vast difference, indeed, between an 
irregularity on the part of an officer, perpetrated through want 
of reflection, or perpetrated with a premeditated intent to cheat 
and defraud, and my supervisory power as mayor is limited, 
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anc very justly in this matter. I can only suspend an elective 
officer from office who is guilty of a willful violation of his off- 
cial obligation. The act upon his part must be willful and felo- 
nious—that is, perpetrated with a deliberate intent to commit a 
crime, to inure to the benefit of himself or others in concert with 
him. The very gist of an offence, as I understand the law, con- 
sists in the intent to do a willful wrong—that is, to do an inten- 
tional wrong. True, official incompetency may be made the 
basis of charges, but it has never been intimated that proceed- 
ings ought to have been instituted against Mr. Susisky on that 
ground. No; the presumption is that I should have concluded 
Comptroller Barlow’s report as sufficient evidence of Mr. Su- 
sisky’s willful violation of his official obligation. Now, suppose 
—so viewing the case—I had taken upon myself immediately 
upon the Comptroller’s notice to me to suspend Mr. Susisky and 
file charges against him in the Register's office, which charges 
would also have reached the Council in due form, charging and 
specifying willful violation of official obligation, the evidence 
necessary to convict upon these charges would have to be of the 
same character as would justify a grand jury in finding a true 
bill of indictment against the Treasurer. Did such evidence 
exist in the memoranda before me, which consisted of advances 
to city officers upon their salaries and upon contracts for work 
already done for the city by contractors? Does any sane man 
suppose for a moment that I could have conducted a prosecution 
to a successful issue under such circumstances? No; and I 
would have been denounced in round terms as an officious tyrant 
^ who rather enjoyed the exercise of arbitrary power. Further: 
if Ihad pursued that course and eharged Mr. Susisky upon such 
testimony as I had before me with a willful violation of his offi- 
cial obligation, I am convineed that he would certainly have 
been sustained in his defence, acquitted and reinstated with all 
honor by the Council as the tribunal before which he appealed for 
justice, and that Z would Lave been heralded as guilty ofa willful 
violation of my official obligation. I am fully aware of the 
power I possess as an executive officer, and I am ready and wil- 
ling to exercise it to its fullest extent when required so to do in 
vindieation of the law, but I hope to never so far forget the indi- 
vidual rights of every officer in the city government as to charge 
any of them with the commission of a specific, willful and felo- 
nious attempt to wilfully violate any of their official obligations 
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unless supported in so doing by pupof of a far more satisfactory 
nature than that presented against Mr. Susisky in the Comp- 
troller’s memoranda, Again: it has been asserted that, if I had 
acted upon this information and suspended Mr. Susisky, pend- 
ing the investigation of the charges, his turpitude in the general 
management of the city finances might have been discovered 
and thereby much money saved to the city treasury, and a dere- 
liction of duty on my part is based on these assumptions. I 
take this to be the most unreasonable position, for, in the first 
place, as I have conclusively shown, the proof of a wilful viola- 
tion of Mr. Susisky’s official obligations was not sufficiently evi- 
dent to warrant me in proceeding to the extreme measure of 
suspension, and, in the second place, there was nothing in the 
Known antecedents of Mr. Susisky to warrant me in concluding 
from the proof presented that he was guilty of the crime of 
embezzlement. He had served with supposed honor and integ- 
rity a full term in his responsible position and had lately been 
re-elected with peculiar marks of publie favor. No one doubted 
his honesty, and very few, if any, his capacity. Through the 
ordeal of what was deemed a most searching investigation insti- 
tuted and conducted under my immediate predecessor in office, 
he had passed unscathed, while four of his official associates had 
been required by the grand jury to present themselves at the 
bar of the criminal tribunal of the county to answer charges of 
felony growing out of their conduct in their official acts, and in 
this presentment of the facts in his case was I to presume him 
to be an extraordinary criminal instead of what every one sup- 
posed him to be, an honest and capable officer? Proceeding 
upon such a theory of my required duties in every case where a 


subordinate officer of the city government allowed any irregular- 


ities to occur in the management of his affairs without the least 
evidence of fraudulent intent, and which comes to my knowledge, 
I must charge him with fraudulent and willful intentions. in such 
cases, and suspend him and present him for trial, for the reason 
that in such an investigation an official act of his may be di- 
vulged wilfully fraudulent and felonious in itself, I must under- 
take an unwarranted and illegal prosecution in hopes of being 
able to develop a warrantable and legal prosecution. As well 
might it be claimed that it is the duty of the grand jury to indict =, 
a citizen for one offence without proof, in hopes that on the trial 
he might be discovered guilty of another offence. Such arbi- 
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trary power I do not possges, do not claim and do not want. 
True;there is much discretion left io me in the exercise of my 
supervisory power, but it must be remembered that that discre- 
tion must be exercised according to the rule and within the lim- 
its of law and equity. Subordinate officers are sovereign within 
the circle of their accorded duties, elective ones especially, 
obtaining their position by the suffrages of the people, deem 
themselves responsible to the people and are impatient of any 


supervision in semblance unwarranted. It is a very delicate . 


matter, therefore, to accuse one of them of a heinous offence and 
to proceed to extreme measures, and as such should be done only 
upon proof ofa very satisfactory nature. A different course would 
embroil the executive in constant trouble, and impair the effi- 
ciency of the administration, and do wrong and injury to inno- 
cent and worthy men. Let us consider, if you please, the condi- 
tion of affairs at the end of the last administration. The reve- 
lations made by the Investigating Committee, appointed by the 
request and under my immediate predecessor, as to the conduct 
of certain city officers in the management of their responsible 
trusts, had produced very naturally a depressing effect upon the 
publie, and especially upon those more immediately interested 
in the financial welfare and credit of the city. The report of this 
committee was submitted to the publie and to the City Council 
but a short time before I entered upon my duties as Mayor of 
the city. This report revealed a most culpable negligence and 
the most wilful violation of official obligation upon the part of 
several of the then city officers, and the grand jury, at the Janu- 
ary term, 1869, indicted the then Comptroller and his immediate 
predecessor for feloniously embezzling the city funds; also the 
Chief Clerk of the ex-City Auditor for the same offence. The 
Harbor Master was also indicted for obtaining money under false 
pretences. The then City Auditor was reported to be behind in 
his accounts about $3,000. Such a condition of affairs as a mat- 
ter of course excited a general distrust among financial men. It 
impaired the city’s credit greatly, and created an alarm not to 
say consternation among those holding the city’s bonds and 
securities. It las been intimated that such distrust referred to 
originated in part at least through a want of confidence among 
moneyed men in Treasurer Susisky, but L perceive no evidence 
to Warrant me in so thinking, for Mr. Susisky, as before stated, 
was then thought to be an honest and capable officer, but 
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surely there was enough without this to cause distrust. No won- 
der the press by unanimous expression declared. for reform ; no 
wonder the people, seeing such utter demoralization among their 
publie officers and servants, felt that a change must be 
made. Such was the general anxiety, and so unaninious 
the general expression of all parties that it was thought 
surely reform or ruin was at hand. We needed reform most 
certainly, for millions were being each year added to the bonded 
debt of the city, for which it was receiving but a poor equiva- 


lent; the interest upon this account seemed about to absorb Ше. 


entire revenue of the city. Prudent men looked forward to a 
complete crash of the city’s credit, and some who were well situ- 
ated to know, predicted that the city would go to protest before 
October, 1869. The Radical Convention met to consider the 
proper candidate for this fearful juncture, and at the earnest 
solicitation of my friends I became a candidate for Mayor. As 
soon as installed in office I discovered the unpleasant task be- 
fore me. The most sensitive and important department of the 
city government is the financial, and herein I found almost 
insuperable difficulties to overcome. I brought all the en- 
ergies and powers I possessed, such as they are, to over- 
come these obstacles and to reinstate the credit and honor 
of thecity. Assisted and encouraged by patriotic public spirited 
citizens, I have partially succeeded in my labors, but, unfortu- 
nately for the present city administration, inst sad of a clean 
sweep which ought to have been made, if ever, at the last gene- 
ral election, in order to fulfill the pledges of the party, the mis- 
take, in my opinion, was made that several of the active parti 
eipants, either as department officers or their assistants in the 
late administration, were placed upon the ticket and thus elected 
to important city offices. They proved inimical to the present 
administration, and immediately organized a combination be- 
tween themselves and the opposite party, and such others as had 
received distinguished favors from the Radical party ; and being 
indebted to that party for all they enjoy of publie character or 
prominence, they betrayed it. 

he spirit of insubordination on the part of the head of one 
of the departments manifested itself immediately on my assum- 
ing the office of Mayor. He then. concealed his opposition to 
theadministration by shielding himself under the technicalities 
of such portions of law as could be quoted to his interest, and by 


р 
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- - * direct appeal to the last City Council was sustained by a large 


majority. Encouraged by such flattering testimonials as he 
received from the makers of the law, he seemed determined to 
inflict through his position all the injury he could upon the 
administration. Again this year, in defiance of the plain terms 
of the city charter requiring him to send his report with that 
of other fiscal officers, through the Comptroller, to the council, he 
chooses to disregard the law and to send his report directly to 
the council. That portion of his report which I have seen officially 
published, was evidently calculated to injure the credit of the 
city and to depreciate the water bonds to be sold in a few days 
after his report was made. Ё 

With this officer I was compelled to take issue in my mes- 
sage to your honorable body atthe beginningof thelast session 
but did so only after exhausting every argument I could adduce 
to dissuade him from making his report in the form in which it 
went forth to the publie. That he assumed in that report as he 
does in the one presented to you this year, to usurp both the 
duties of Mayor and Comptroller, was not a matter of such 
anxiety to me as the fact that he presented an array of figures 
representing an immense floating debt which did not exist, but 
which was lable to mislead the casual observer. This apparent 
spirit of insubordination ina high elective officer, could not but 
have its baleful effects upon the entire government to a greater or 
less degree, for how could harmony prevail or good order be 
promoted in a “house divided againstitself.”. How long, permit 
me to ask, could a mercantile house exist, when its chief ac- 
countant not only gave his authority to statements that its 
expenditures were largely over its net profits, and who would per- 
emptorily refuse to concur in such rules as would facilitate its 
business operations and prevent gross frauds from being com- 
mitted against it? Such, gentlemen, isa true picture of the con- 
dition of affairs in one of the chief departments of the city 
government. To remedy, if possible, this state of affairs, and to 
endeavor by plain charter provisions to fix the status of each 
officer so as to make each responsible for his acts, and to provide 
such rules for the protection of the city in its fiscal affairs, was 
one of the chief reasons for so earnestly insisting upon a dione 
in the city charter at the last session of the Legislature. I be- 
lieve thatin the change thus made, and the faithful observance 
upon the part of each. we shall see economy, order and harmony 
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arise in the place of the extravagance, corruption and disorder 
of the past. To this end the executive will lend his energy in the 
face of all opposition, and finally, whether or not I shall be able 
to consummate a full fruition of my honest desires to be of ser- 
vice to my fellow citizens in the discharge of my responsible 
trusts, I shall beas I am now sustained, by a conscientious belief 
in the honest rectitude of my purpose, and shall continue my 
endeavors in accordance with my opinions of right, unswayed 
by the imputations of malice or the aspersions of malevolent 
partisanship. e 
In conclusion, gentlemen, I desire to call your attention to 
the Comptroller’s report, which I regard as a plain practical 
document, setting forth the financial condition of the city, 
taking strong and unequivocal ground against the further in- 
crease of our bonded debt, which the executive desires faithfully 
to carry out. The revenues under a careful and economical 
administration of the government, are sufficient to meet its current 
expenses and to pay its interest promptly, and surely by a 
careful husbandry of our resources, and a steady adherence to 
this policy until we grow up to our present indebtedness and 
can begin a system of judicious reduction, I must respectfully 
recommend a rigid adherence to this policy. 

The appropriation bill and its Kindred subjects, the rates of 
taxation, will claim your earnest care and consideration. I 
would therefore respectfully urge their incorporation into a law. 

Pursuant to a resolution herewith attached, passed, by the 
Board of Health, I would also most earnestly ask your honora gle 
body to dispose of the health bill so long under your consid- 
eration, to the end that the board may be enabled to djgcharge 
the responsible duty devolving upon it to protect the puc health.

In answer to many inquiries in regard to the payment of 
the tax on Merchants’ National Bank stock by the Bank, I desire 
to say, that until there was a decision in the courts as to the 
liability of the stock of the two classes of stockholders to be taxed, 
the resident and non-resident, the Bank did not feel justified in pay- 
ing. This having been decided, the Bank will in future pay all 
taxes when due, and deduct the same from dividen is or the pro- 
fits of the Bank. 

The tax for 1868 was deducted from the January dividend ; 
the taxes for 1869 we deducted from the present July dividend. 
These taxes were postponed in consequence of the proceedings in 
court; they should have been paid in the years for which they 
were assessed. "The tax for 1870 will be due in September, and 
the same will be paid by the Bank: after that the tax will be 
collected yearly at the same time. 

In some cases no tax bills have been presented, either 
through the negligence of the assessor or carelessness of the col- 
lector. Should these bills be presented, they will be paid and 
the owner of the stock drawn on for same. 

There will be no division of the assets of the old Mer- 
chants’ Bank before the end of the year; already 20 per cent. 
more has been realized and paid to the stockholders than was 
estimated, and from the present condition of things I feel justified 
in saying that the stockholders will be paid in full. 

Division of assets will be made from time to time as 


rapidly as collected.

“A Citizen of St. Louis Who Has Become a 
P. Great Numismatist. 





Mr. Charles L. McClung, of Oswego, Ks., has 
heard of the fame of the GLOBE-DEMOCRAT and 
| its coin articles, and sent to ‘this office a number 
| of old specimens of money, which display 
| his taste and skill as a collector. He has 
|a number of cents of the various issues of the 
| United States Mint, and several other relics 
of considerable antiquity. Two half cents of the 
| Coinage of 1828, and one of 1825, are singular, an 
| a huge brass coin of France, dated 1703, pres 
| the proud visage of the then reigning moparch. 
Two Japanese coins are also remarkable/ They 
are parallelograms, flattened and stamped, on the 
sides, and edged; of silver, and apparently of 
about the value of twenty-five and ten centa re- 
spectively. Mr. McClung has also Chinese coins 
and coins of other nationalities. One of the most™ 
interesting in his set is a Mexican dollar, issued | 
under the reign of the unfortunate Max- | 
imilian, and bearing his profile on the obverse: | 
the reverse has the usual coat of arms and ‘‘Im- 
perio Mexicano, 1866.’

The ob- 
verse bears the profile bust of Madison, and the 
words, ‘‘ James Madison, President of the United 
States. A. D. 1809.’’ 'Phe reverse bears the 
hand of a soldier, distinguished by the military 
cuff, clasping that of an Indian. Abeve are a 
crossed tomahawk and calumet, and the legend, 
*^ Peace and triendship.'"

So fine aset is hardly to ba 
found anywhere in the United States, and no- 
where in this city or State, 
Mr. Clemens’ collection is remarkable for-ita 
completeness. Many persons suppose, when they 
have gathered a few coins here and there, that a 


collection has been made, which ig true 
only im one sense, віпсе there may be 
a collection of coins without 8 single 


set. Mr. Clemens has full sets of the different 
‘coinages, as far as it was possible to make them 
complete. To begin with our own country, Ва 
has full sets of all the half-cents, cents, five-cent 
pieces, dimes, quarters, half-dollars and dollars 
of the American coinage. He has also, in gold, 
quarter-doliar, -one dollar, two-and-a-half dol: 
lar, five dollar, ten and twenty dollar pieces ol 
every minting. For some of the pieces, especially 
the old copper cents and half-cents, he paid ex- 
travagant prices, in ene case $40 fora cent of 
1196. 

Going abroad, he has paid nehrly as much at- 
tention to foreign coins as to those of this coun- 
try. He has full sets of coins of every value, in 
copper, silver and gold, of England, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Denmark, Germany, Austria, 
Turkey, the South American States, and even 
India, Siam and Ching, There is no coun- 
try in the world that uses coing whose 
tokens of yalue are not represented in Mr. 
Clemens’ cabinet. The Siamese coins are уегу 
curious. They appear like a small section of a 
round gilyer bar, which had-been suddenly bent 
double and then stamped with a rude die.

But No Fears Felt by the Larger Gustom- 
ers. 





Last Thursday afternoon whispered rumors 
upon the streets were heard affecting the reputa- 
tion of the Butchers’ and Drovers’ Bank. No 
one could tell what the trouble was, its extent, 
or liability to ultimate in widespread evil. The 
most persistent inquiry failed to detect any rea] 

| facts, but still the story was repeated, until, on 
Friday, it became quite familiar. It was said that 
the bank was in trouble, but no one could define 
it. So far as can be ascértained it grew out of the - 
following fact: 

Several of the depositors became alarmed about 
savings banka in general, because of the late tail- 
ure of the Central Savings Bank. As that institu- 
tion had gone down, they imagined that others, 
however strong they might be, would also close | 
their doorg. These people concluded to draw out | 
their savings, without regard to the rules govern- 
ing all sate banks that bave for customers people 
of small means. One class of deposits is that 
known as 


TIME DEPOSITS. 

These must remain in possession of the savings 
| bank a certain length of time, three or six or 
| twelve months, according to the original agree- 
| ment with the depositors, in order to draw а сег- 

tain rate of interest. For these deposits the 
bank issues ‘‘time certificates,’’ which the de- 
positor receives with the understanding that the 
money can not be drawn until the date mentioned 
upon the certificate has arrived. But, forgetting 
| this rule, some of the depositors of the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ tried to get their gash. The bank very 
properly, in the exercise of an abstract right, re- 
fused to pay out in advance of the dates specified 
in the certificates. But subsequent events led its 
offivers to believe that, as a matter of policy, the 
refusal was injudicious. Those few depositors who 
could not understand the nature of the rule at 
once imagined thatthe bank was about to fail, 
| and that it had’ no money with which to answer 
| legitimate demands. The alarm spread to other 
| depositors, and early yesterday morning a con- 
| siderable crowd assembled to 
DRAW THEIR MONEY. 

The throng became so great that policemen 
were sent for who regulated movements,so that as 
soon as one set of depositors drew their money 
another could take their places ,to present time cer- 
tificates if they had them, and in turn depart sat- 
isfied. -About noon the excitement had subsided, 
and 8t3 o'clock not more than half & dozen cus- 
tomers were in the bank. 

So far as the stability of the bank is concerned, 
there appears to be no cause for distrust. All the 
officers of the bank are wealthy, and it has one of 
the best Boards of Directors in the city. Offers 

| of aid frem various sources were made, including 
money from New York, but these were refused, 
| not being needed. The business of the bank is 
| conducted on the soundest prudence. Individual 
directors can not secure any more favors than 
outside parties. If they wish to borrow they have 
to put up the very best of collaterals with cash 
values. Perhaps there is no better managed bank 
in St. Louis than the Butchers’ and Drovers’. It 
went through the panic of 1873 in first-rate order, 
and ever since that period its business has been 
done under the most rigid rules to insure safety 

to all concerned in its welfare. 

. WHAT THE PRESIDENT BAYS. 

In order to obtain the best information con- 

cerning the situation of affairs, a reporter of this 
| paper was deputed to visit the bank and institute 
arigid system of inquiry. On arrivaltherc, at 

&bout3 o'clock in the afternoon, he found several 

ladies waiting with somewhat anxious faces, but 
beyond this there was no sign of excitement, and 
the business of the bank was going on as usual. 
| Oneanxious-eyed woman came up to the reporter 
and asked confidentially whether it would not be 
wise for her to draw her ‘‘bit of money’’ ont. 

The reporter assured the lady that he knew noth- 

' ing at all about the matter; reporters never had 


' any deposits to speak of, and kept their savings in | 


nothing less than $1,000 U. S. bonds. 

Advancing into the bank parlor, the reporter 
met Mr. B. M. Chambers, President of the bank, 
to whom he propounded sundry questions, the 
responses to which may be summarized as fol- 
lows: We are not at all surprised at people get- 
ting scared about banks at this time; they have 
reason to be. But they have no need to fear any- 
thing touching the stability of the Butchers’ and 
Drovers’.

Norton, Judge, delivered the opinion of the court. 


The indictment in this case is founded on Wagn. Stat., 210, 
§ 1, and consists of three counts. The first count charges that 
defendant being a person unauthorized so to do, did unlawfully = 
create, issue and put in circulation as a circulating medium divers . 
notes, to-wit: two notes, each of the denomination of one dollar, 
and each note evidencing that it would be received in payment of - 
debts and used as a currency and medium of exchange in lieu of 
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money, contrary, etc., against the peace, etc., of the State. The 
second count charges the same offense, and only varies from the 
first in using the word ““ scrip ” instead of **notes." The third 
count only varies from the other two in charging defendant with 
creating and circulating, etc., two notes each, of the denomina- 
tion of five dollars. At the August term of the Phelps County 
Circuit Court, defendant was tried by a jury, and was found 
guilty as charged in the first and second counts, and his fine as- 
sessed at five ا‎ dollars on each count. Upon this finding 
the court entered up judgment against defendant for ten thousand 
dollars. After the overruling of motions in arrest and for a new 
trial, to which exceptions were taken, the cause was brought here 
by appeal. : 

It is urged here that the indietment is — because the 
notes and scrip are not sufficiently described, and because no of- 
fense known to the statute is charged. 

The statute on which the indictment is founded (Wagn. Stat., 
210, 8 1,) declares **that no person unauthorized by law shall 
create or put in circplation as a circulating medium any note, bill, 
check or ticket, or other instrument of writing purporting or evi- 
dencing that any money will be paid to the receiver, bearer or 
holder thereof, or to any person by any name or description what- 
soever, or that it will be received in payment of debts or be used 
as a currency or medium of trade, in lieu of money.” Thein- 
dictment states every fact and circumstance descriptive of the of- 
fense as defined by the statute, and follows the language of it, 
and is therefore sufficient under repeated decisions of this court. 
(State vs. Bateson, 31 Mo. 343; State vs. Stubblefield, 32 Mo. 
563 ; State vs. Hereford, 13 Mo. 3.)

` almost too good, for it was esteemed better than gold, but there was not 
enough of it. The issues never reached the permissible limit of three 
toone. In 1856, when the population of Missouri was 840,000, and of 
St. Louis 125,000, and the indications of substantial prosperity to be 
seen in every department of business, the bank’s circulation was only 
$2,200,000, although its stock of $1,400,000 specie warranted notes to 
the amount of $1,200,000 and a considerable part of its circulation was 
doing duty in California, Oregon and Mexico, whither it had been car- 
ried by emigrants and traders. It is no wonder that, under these cir- 
eumstances, Missouri offered an inviting field for the wildeat money 
issued so profusely by banks in other Western States, and that its peo- 
ple became vietims of an inconvertible and unreliable currency, which 
the bank-note reporter quoted at a discount all the way from five to 
twenty-five per cent. 

So valuable were the notes of the Bank of the State of Missouri 
in California, in the fifties, that a gang of counterfeiters took ad- 
vantage of their popularity and struck off imitations of them in 
large quantities. They were well executed and were freely taken, 
not only by the miners, but by merchants and private bankers. A 
package of them, $15,000 in amount, was kept for several years in the 
St. Louis banking house of Page & Bacon, which had been taken in at 
a premium in gold by their San Francisco branch house; and a promi- 
nent and wealthy citizen of St. Louis suffered an equalloss through the 
counterfeits received from California. 


STATE BANKS OF ISSUE CHARTERED. 


It was as a remedy for this evil, which had become unendurable, and 
in response to the persistent demand of the important commercial in- 
terests of the chief city of the State, that the Legislature, in 1857, char- 
tered seven banks of issue, with branches conveniently located for the 
accommodation of business. Six of the parent banks were in St. Louis 
—the Mechanics’, the Southern, the Exchange, the Merchants’, the St. 
Louis, and the Union; and one in Lexington, the Farmers’ Bank of 
Missouri. 

These banks were promptly organized in the spring of 1857, imme- 
diately after the act authorizing them was passed, for the State was 
prosperous and offered a fair field for legitimate investments. The 
monetary crisis which was impending, but not discerned, fell upon the 
country shortly after they had opened for business; but they stood the 
strain well; two of them, the Mechanics’ and the Exchange, of St. Louis, 
refused to suspend specie payment, and continued to redeem in coin 
through the panic; and when the Civil War broke upon the country, 
four years later, these two banks again refused to join in the general 
suspension, and maintained coin payment under all conditions that 
followed.

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resources only need development, for no better soil 
can be found anywhere. Wheat, oats, clover, corn, 
grasses, melon, small fruit, poultry and eggs, are 
raised plentifully here. 


Not only the town of Holcomb, but all of Holcomb 
Island, has improved very rapidly in the last few 
years. There was not a brick chimney nor a. glass 
window in the neighborhood fifteen years ago. Then 
one could not see over a quarter of a mile in any 
direction on account of the heavy timber, and deer 
roamed the woods in the neighborhood even in the 
daytime. Now one might stand on a house-top in 
Holcomb and see farms for a distance of five miles, or 
as far as the eye cam see. Seven churches and six 


schools with 600 scholars enrolled are within the 
bounds of the little island. 


Col. H. A. Applegate’s, the Messrs. Blakemore’s, 
John P. Taylor [deceased] and Ben F. Hicks are 
noted farms. Mr. Hicks’ is said to be the most con- 


veniently arranged and best fenced farm їп the 
county. 


THE TOWN OF HORNERSVILLE. 


W. H. Horner came to Dunklin County in 1832, 
and located on the bank of Little River, entering from 
the Government, at the old land office in Jackson, 
Mo., the east fractional half of section 8, township 15, 
range 9, east, and built a large log house — which is 
yet standing and owned by Wm. Herman — by the 
side of a mound where he would have dry land in time 
of an "overflow," and there opened up a small farm. 
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Believing he was near the head of navigation on a good 
trading point, he concluded to lay off a town. 


In 1842, he laid out the town of Hornersville, con- 
taining all of fractional southeast quarter of section 8, 
township 16, range 9. Commencing at his own dwell- 
ing place, which is situated on lot one, block one, he 
laid off the plot along the river bank. The town site 
is one of the most: beautiful in the county; command- 
ing a splendid view of the open river, it is higher than 
the surrounding country and is well drained by Little 
River, which at this point, more especially in spring, 
is exceedingly pretty. 


The first merchant in the town was Jesse Story, who 
in later years lived at Weaverville, New Madrid 


County. Jeff. Mott and Horner and Satterfield were 
other early business men. Wagster and Douglass, 
dealers in tobaccos, cigars, fine wines liquors, etc., 
was plainly discernible on some of the door posts of 
an old house a few years ago. Joel Chandler was 
another early resident and merchant of Hornersville. 
In its early days "Hornerstown" was a brisk trading 
point; the hunters and Indians bringing their furs to 
the merchants and buying of them their traps, tents, 
ammunition, guns, etc, 


By 1861 it had become a considerable town, had a 
schoolhouse, church and Masonic hall. It was, how- 
ever, nearly destroyed by the war, and for several 
years after made very slow progress, having not 
more than one or two small merchandise houses and 
a grocery or a saloon or two. W. F. Shelton kept 
а saloon in a little house which had no door 
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shutter. А box, or some similar contrivance, was 
placed across the door at night to keep the 
cattle out. The counter was a dry goods box; the 
stock on hand consisted of a barrel of liquor and a 
tin cup. The cup was filled and passed around to the 
boys. 


Other business mem here about this time were 
Edwards and McCrackin, H. С. Pasley, Henry 
Stewart, and later Harkey and Schultz. They com- 
menced business about 1870, and were very successful. 
soon ranking among the best business men in the county. 

Hornersville has at present two general stores, a: 
grocery store, grist mill, two sawmills, and a drug, 
store. The leading merchant is Dr. Johr L. Mathews, 
who is one of the best posted mem in financial and. 
mercantile matters imn Southeast Missouri Юг. 
Mathews keeps one of the best stocked general storcs. 
south of Kennett, and Pope and McKay are enlarging; 
their business with encouraging prospects. 


Hornersville is one of the best trading points m the 
south end of the county, and its merchants sell thou- 
sands of dollars worth of goods. every year. 


Some of the lands around this town are subject to 
overflow in spring, none in the county, however, excel 
in fertility. These high waters do not come every 
spring. The waters have not been high enough to 
inconvenience Hornersville and vicinity since 1886. 

It is a reasonably healthy locality, and thus needs 
only two practicing physicians—Drs. E. T. Anderson 
and Floyd Kinsolving. A daily hack from Kennett 
brings the U. S. mails. ‘Tom Kinsolving is postmaster. 
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Mrs. Samuel Edmonston and Mrs. W. N, Cole accom- 
modate the traveling public, and their guests frc 
quently dine on wild goose, duck, turkey, venison 
steak, frog legs ‘and fresh fish, as this is one of the 
greatest hunting and fishing centers in the country. 
‘The history of Hornersville would fill a good-sized 
volume in itself, and can only be touched lightly here. 
At first it was only a peaceful little hamlet where the 
steamboats and keelboats from Memphis landed to 
exchange their wares for produce, game and furs. 


In those days the fur buyers were ordinary persotr 
ages, and im the spring laid their sacks of gold in the 
tents of the hunters as though they were so many 
sacks of salt. А thief was considered the meanest 
and most insignificant of all creatures and hence the 
gold was never touched. Fighting and brawling 
among the neighbors was unheard of, and preaching 
at people's houses, singings meetings, corn huskings. 
old fashioned quiltings and log rollings were frequent 
occurrences. But all this soon changed, as this place 
was found to be a good hiding.place for desperadocs 
it being impossible to trace them through the dismal 
swamps of Little River. 


[John A. Murrells gang made Hornersville one of 
their meeting-places, and as the citizens were too scarce 
to put them down, they had things about their own 
way for a while. They at first palmed themselves oli 
on the citizens as Masons, and when a man was per- 
suaded to take the oath, tọ break it meant certain 
death, thus the only thing he could do was to “keep 
quiet,” after such persuasion. | 
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More will be said about this “gang” elsewhere, 
but it may be said here that Hornersville was not their 
only place of meeting in this county, and that they 
did not commit as much crime here as in many other 
older and more thickly populated counties. However, 
there is no doubt but the influence of this “gang” 
was very demoralizing and that they sowed the seeds 
of future depravity. 


Soon after the suppression of this gang the Civil 
War broke out, and as Hornersville was about the 
largest town in the county it was the common stopping- 
place of the “Yanks,” the “Secessionists’ апа 
“Guerrillas,” when they were in the county. 
During these hostilities the town hall was burned and 
the town nearly demolished. It was several years 
after the war before order was even partially restored, 
and many so inclined had ample opportunities to 
cultivate their evil propensities. But be it said iu 
behalf of Hornersville, that although there has been 
a number of murders committed here, there 
has not been more than in other towns of 
its age, and the many stories of its “desperate” 
men, have either been exaggerated or made out- 
right. There has never been a time in the history 
of Hornersville when a man who acted the gen- 
tleman was not treated as such, unless, perchance, 
he fell in the hands of the Murrell gang. Horners- 
ville was never incorporated, and it must be confessed 
that the associations of the saloons in former years 
gave some cause for the stories told of its morals. 
But it has had no saloon for several years; its “blind 
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tiger” and “dead fall" days are past, and the peo- 
ple in that locality say it will never have another 
‘saloon, at least until it is incorporated. ‘The ladies 
of that vicinity are setting a high standard of morals 
lor the sterner. sex, and it seems almost needless to 
say that the standard is fast being reached, The 
ladies declare they will never again suffer anything to 
be said against the morals of their husbands and 
brothers, for wtih a few exceptions, they are as 
gallant, moral and law-abiding as any men in 
America. 


Hornersville has a good church building nearing con 
pletion, and in it a Sunday-School, weekly prayer 
meetings, and weekly singing are carried on for the 
edification of its people. The peeple of this vicinity 
are of the “big-hearted” kind, and if you have occa- 
sion to visit Hornersville, yeu will be met with old 
fashioned Southern hospitality. 


The people of this vicinity expect the Paragould and 
Southeastern Railroad to “strike this town?’ Believing 
it will come near the line of the old wagon road 
known as the ‘Bear Road,” pass through Lulu and 
Hornersville on its route southeast to Osceola, Ark., 
and Memphis, Tenn, Sheuld this be the case, Horners- 
ville has everything to make it the best town between 
Kennett in this county and Osceola, Ark. 


KENNETT, 


Dunklin County's capital is centrally located, one 
07 


mile east o£. Varner River, and is about 270 feet above 
the. mean tidal wave of the Gulf of Mexico, where the 
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Saint Louis is an eloquent commentary on the scarcity 
of local capital available for investment. 

Pursuant to the charter pravisions for payment for 
stock, a I5 per cent call was made on September 20, 
1816, payment to be made'the following November, 
Ten per cent was called for December 24, 1816, one-half 
to be paid in specie; three 5 per cent calls were made 
the following spring and summer. The final call of 60 per 
cent was not asked until September, 1817.' Although 
the charter made no, specific requirements as to the 
method of payment, the directors ordered that it must 
be made in gold, silver, approved paper of the Banks of 
Cincinnati, Vincennes, Richmond, the State Bank of 
Tennessee, the Banks of Kentucky, and such other bank 
paper as was accepted by the United States Government 
in payment for land and taxes.” Evidently the bank in 
its inception did not aspire to “Wild Cat” methods. 

The bank opened on December 13, 1816. It was 
very popular. The sudden influx of new currency, how- 
ever, caused an unnatural expansion; it was not long 
before a good deal of speculative paper was in the port- 


folio and the circulation was regarded as excessive. 


Some of the notes have been preserved. The following 
is an example:

Assembly, entitled “an act to suppress private bank notes," and found guilty. 
He moved in arrest of judgment, and for a new trial, and each of his motions 
was overruled. He now brings up the cause by a writ of error, to reverse the 
judgment of the Circuit Court.

Louis—that said Conaut keeps a broker’s office in St. Louis—that he had 
redeemed several of the notes when presented at his office, and had endeavored 
to prevail on Louis A. Benoist and another person, two brokers in the city of 
St. Louis, to encourage the circulation of the said notes by receiving them at 

their offices. It appeared that Downing resided at Burlington, in Wis-

issourl after he removed to Wisconsin, except 

last summer, when he had a conversation with said Benoist ; in which, -he 
inquired of Benoist, whether he thought that he, Downing, would be liable per- 
sonally for the notes signed by him as secretary ; to which, Benoist answering 
in the affirmative, Downing said it was strange, that he had nothing to do with 
the bank but as secretary—that he signed the notes as any cashier of any other 
bank would, and he had never heard a cashier was held liable for the notes 
signed by him. 

he evidence given against Downing in this case, appears to be very weak ; 
—as the testimony of Benoist, on which alone the case rests, is calculated to 
implicate Conaut rather than Downing ; but if he even had been prosecuted,. 
it would seem hard to convict him, inasmuch asit does not appear from the: 
testimony, that he put the two notes into circulation. Benoist did not ask hing 
to sell or exchange a note with him: From the matter in which Benoist 
addressed him, a plain man would suppose that Benoist only asked to be per- 
mitted to keep one of them a short time, for the gratification of the curiosity 
of Mulligan; and the circumstance that Benoist handed him a five dollar, 
Illinois note did not seem calculated altogether to rebut the presumption. 
The scene is closed and the offense consummated, by the act of sendin 
Conaut another Illinois note. Conaut certainly was at liberty to go and 
demand his paper, and to consider the Illinois note left with him as a pledge 
for the return ofthe other notes. We might indeed congratulate ourselves on

demands on the commonwealth—this sort of indebtedness (one hand 
owing the other) was common in the early history of the commonwealth. 
For example, an act of February 13, 1833, authorized the governor to buy 
in the commonwealth debt (provided that he could get it at par) and to 
pay for it by borrowing at six per cent from the saline and seminary 
_ funds. The same act also empowered him to meet any demands on the 
commonwealth which exceeded the regular revenue by a loan from these 
funds at six per cent; this, however, had been done previous to this act. 

The condition of the new commonwealth in 1821 was anything but 
satisfactory. There was only a fringe of settlements along the two great 
river systems. The rest of its territory was in the possession of roving 
bands of savages, which were a constant menace to outlying hamlets. 
The population of Missouri in 1821 totaled 70,647. There were 59,092 
whites, sixty of these being bound to service, and 11,555 negroes, 321 of 
whom were free. Capital and modern implements were wanting. Specie 
was scarce and almost unknown. The bank notes of sister common- 
wealths were a treacherous aid and were practically forbidden circulation 
within the commonwealth.’ This reduced commerce to the basis of 
barter, and ‘‘double coincidence of desire’’ sounds better than it actually 
is As a proof of the scarcity of a circulating medium, note the act of 
the General Assembly, December 22, 1824 he auditor to

the infant commonwealt was in a very bad financial way: current 
revenues failed to meet expenses and the floating debt was constantly 
growing. Yet the above act is significant, and in its light the previous 
issue of loan office certificates is not a surprise. 

By loans from the various funds the finances of the commonwealth 
were somewhat improved; these were repaid whenever surplus revenue 
would permit, but there are no authentic records of these transactions. 
Yet the absolute scarcity of money was still a great hindrance to com- 
merce and industry as ordinary loans were well nigh impossible, and in- 
terest rates excessive. The General Assembly made a further effort to 
alleviate this monetary stringency. Their way was paved with good in- 
tentions. They sought to accomplish two highly desirable ends at one 
and the same time, namely, to supply a circulating medium, and to 
furnish loans at reasonable rates of interest. The act of June 27, 1821, 
established loan offices and authorized the issuing of certificates to the
